Bloemfontein Says they Have 
Been Recovered. 


Big Engagement Now Believed to be Going on—Boers are 


Very Active Around Bloemfontein—Official Report 
of Col. Broadwood's Disaster. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE DISASTER. 

London, April 2.—The War Office reports that Col, 
seven guns and all his baggage in the ambush laid for him by the Boers 
‘on Saturday. The 
London, April 2.--The War Office has received the following despatch 
from Lord Roberts, dated Bloemfontein, April Ist—I received news 
late yesterday afternoon from Col, Broadwood who was at Thaba N’Chu, 
thirty-eight miles of here, that information had him 
that the enemy was approaching in two forces from the north and 
east. He stated that if the report proved true retire 
wards the waterworks, 17 Bloemfontein, 
had a detachment of mounted infantry for the protection of the works. 
Broadwood was told in reply (hat the Ninth Division of Masters’ 
Mounted Infantry would march at daylight to-day to support him and 
that if he considered it necessary be should from the water- 
works. He moved there during the night and bivouacked. At dawn 
to-day he was shelled by the enemy who attacked on three sides. He 
immediately despatched two horse artillery batteries and his baggage 
toward Bloemfontein covering some of them with his cavalry, Some 
two miles from the waterworks the road crosses a deep oullah, or 
spruit, in which during the night*a force of Boers had concealed them- 
selves; so well were they hidden that our leading scouts passed over the 
“adrift vithout discovering them, a nd it was not until the wagons and 
guns were entering the drift that the Boers showed themselves and 
opened fire. Many of the drivers of the artillery im- 
mediately shot down at short range and several of the guns were Cap- 
tured. The remainder galloped away coyered by Roberts’ Horse, 
which suffered heavily. Meanwhile Lieut. Chester Masters, of the 
Remingtons Scouts, found a passage across the spruit unoccupied by 
the enemy, by which the remainder of Broadwood's force crossed, They 
reformed with great steadiness, notwithstanding all that had previously 
occurred. Broadwood’s report, which has just reached me, and which 
contains no details, stated that he had lost several guns and all his bag- 
gage. He estimated all his casualties at aboyt. 350, in- 
cluding 200 missing. On hearing this morning that  Broad- 
wood was hard pressed, I immediately ordered Gen. I'rench 
with two remaining cavalry, brigades, to follow in support 
of the Ninth-—Division. The latter,. after a magnificent 
march, arrived on the scetie of action shortly

SPLENDID HEROISM OF BRITISH TROOPS. 

A special despatch from Bloemfontein, dated to-day, says—‘The loss of 
the guns was attended by meidents of splendid heroism. The leading 
battery was so near the Boers’ ambuscaded in the river-bed that the 
latter said: “It is useless your attempting to advance, Throw down 
your arms.” The sergeants of the battery fearing the other battery 
would misunderstand the hindrance rushed through the convoy and warn- 
ed his comrades, enabling the rear most battery to save a portion of the 
guns, which came into action later. Life Guardsmen and a gunner got 
a gun out under a tremendous fire and four others were sayed by the 
men dragging them off after their horses had been shot."

He ask- 
ed whether any such communica- 
tions had been received, and if 80, 
could the Minister of Justice take 
the House into his confidence, Had 
the Premier of Canada joined in 
the alleged representations of the 
Australian premiers, and what was 
the policy of the Government? In 
his opinion the Australian premiers 
having helped Great Britain in the 
Struggle, were following out their 
policy and were entitled to give 
Such advice. He hoped Canada 
would do the same, but regretted

War Office Receives Official Story of Bushman’s Kop—The

THE QUEEN LEFT FOR IRELAND. 
London, April 3.—Queen Victoria, who left Windsor Castle at half- 
last evening, en route for Ireland arrived at Holyhead at 
to-day. Hler Majesty made a graceful reply to an address 
which was presented to her and then the Vic- 
toria and Albert, which, piloted by the Irene and escorted by the royal 
yacht Osborne and the cruisers Galatea and Australia, then steamed 

out of the harbor for Kingstown. 

QUEER STORY: FROM NEW YORK. 

New York, April 3.—Speculation is rife in this city and also at Was- 
hington, according to despatches from that ciiy, as to whether it 
true that Captain Cari Reichman, an American officer, was command- 
ing the Boers who captured the British convoy Saturday, 
whether the officer is Capt. Carl Reighman, United States Military 
attache sent to ghe Transvaal on January 5th last. The latter 
position is deemed extremely improbable. If Capi, Reichman should 
join in the fighting without first resigning from the United States 
army he wouid be liable to court martial on his return. An officer 
would be dismissed from service in disgrace if he joined the Boers while 
still holding a commission under the United States. 

MORE ABOUT BUSHMAN'S KOP. 

London, April 3.—The War Office has posted a despatch from Tord 
Roberts, reading as follows: “Bluemfontein, April 2, 10,80 p.m. In 
continuation of my telegram of March 31, there has been considerable 
delay in getting accurate returns of the casualties, as the action took 
place 22 miles hence. The telegraph cable has been interrupted several 
times, cloudy weather has interfered with his signalling and although 
there has been no éngagement "since, the force is continually in touch 
with the enemy. There were many acts of conspicuous galiantry dis- 
played during the day, “Q” Battéry remained in action’ under na cross 
fire at 1200 yards for some hours, the officers serving the guns as the 
casualties reduced the detachments. Several gallant attempts were 
made to bring in two guns, the teams of which had been shot, but at 
each attempt the horses were shot. The Essex, Munster Shropshire 
and Northumberland Mounted Infantry and Roberts’ Horse covered 
the retirement of the guns from that position to the crossing of the 
Drift found by the cavalry two miles further south, and withstood the 
determined attacks of the enemy, who, in some cases, advanced within 
« hundred yards. “Q" Battery of the Royal Horse Artillery was 
suddenly surrounded -in the drift and the officers*ind men “Were a) 
made prisoners without a shot being fired, but Major Taylor and a 
Sergeant-Major succeeded in escaping in the confusion. 
captured at the same time. Further details to-morrow.” 

Lord Roberts’ despatch seems to finally dispose of the report of the 
recovery of the guns and the fact that the Boers remain in occupation 
of the waterworks is taken as an indication that they intend to make 
a stand sufficiently long to cover the withdrawal of guns and Wagons 
to a place of safety, ulthough the absence of definite information re- 
garding the movements of Gen. French's cavalry makes it difficult jo 
estimate their chances of success.

A despatch 
from Pretoria announces the arrival there of 22 prisoners, mostly re- 
sidents of Ladybrand who were seized when the Boers forced the Bri- 
tish to evacuate that place,

This slowness, at a time when traf- 
fic is lightest, was one of the reas- 
ous for deciding upon a night run. 

The preparations for the trip had 
been in hand for weeks, and the train 
had already run every foot of the 
route, and every particle of the ap-

Bogart agreed with Ald, Doyle, 
but thought that the Solicitor should 
be asked to be present and produce 
the opinion of Mr. Aylesworth, as the 
Aldermen were not aware of its con- 
tents. 

Ald. Panter said he thought. the 
Solicitor should be present at the 
committee with all the documents. 
He was also in favor of haying an- 
other conference wilh the Trenton 
Electric Light Company, and_ see if 
we could not make an amicable ar- 
rangement, 

Ald. Grills considered it wise to 
refer this matter to a committee, 
and, if possible, make an amicable 
settlement of this question. 

Ald. MeFee said he was still of the 
same opinion he previously was.

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF THE HEIR APPARENT. 

BRUSSELS, APRIL 4.—TILE PRINCE OF WALES WAS SHOT AT TO- 
DAY WHILE LEAVING THE RAILROAD STATION HERE, HE WAS 
NOT HURT.

The attempt upon the Prince of Wales occurred at 3.45 p.m. Tha 
would be assassin jumped upon the footboard of the Prince's saloon car 
as the train was starting and fired into the car, aiming at the Prince of 
Wales.

FOR THE FIRST TIME IN THIRTY-NINE YEARS.

FRENCH AND COLVILLE HAVE RETURNED. 

London, April 4,—Gen. Colville and Gen. French have given up the 
moyement against the Boers east of Bloemfontein aud have rejoined 

the main army. It doubtless setmed to Lord Roberts a vain thing 
to send from ten to twelve thousand of his best troops into the wilder- 
ness with a field transport in the direction of a right angle with his 
chosen line of advance. The Boers have probably moved elsewhere and 
if to the south-west Gen. Colville could as easily strike them from 
Bloemfontein as by following them up across the plains. These  in- 
ferences still leave the situation bewildering for the time being. The 
enormously superior British forces appear im a cover in every part of 
the war field waiting probably for the accumulation of material for a 
advance on the Transvaal frontier. The Lendon military commentors, 
and the public also, to some extent, are confused by the situation. 
SCHREJNER WAS MOBBED. 


Details received of the scenes on Green Market Square, Cape Town, 
Tuesday, when Premier Schreiner encountered an English demonstra- 
tion, show the Premier, fearing personal violence, sought refuge in a 
resturant.

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THE SPOILS SYSTEM 


Seems to be Very Much in Vague iu the 
Canada’s Militia Departmeut—Dis- 


cussed in the House, 


Ottawa, Ont., April 4. 
Does politics actuate the Minister of 
Militia in making appointments in 
the militia? Was it for political 
reasons that Col. White of Guelph 
Was struck off the list of staff course 
officers? ‘These were the questions 
debated all afternoon yesterday in the 
House. Col. Prior brought up the 
matter by reading, letter by letter, 
the correspondence between Col, 
White and the Militia Department, 
beginning on Jan. 16, 1900, and 
concluding Feb. 9. He lent variety 
to the reading by commenting upon 
each letter, 

The correspondence tells the story 
how Col, White was notified by Gen. 
Hutton of his appointment, how Dr. 
Borden caused his name to be struck 
off the list, and how Col. Foster, 
acting for Gen. Hutton, explained to 
Col. White that his name had been re- 
moved, ‘owing to his having taken 
an active part in politics by public 
speaking,’ and, again, ‘In conse- 
quence of it having been represented 
that you had taken a prominent part 
In politics,"’ and further, “‘by ~ the 
Hon. the Minister, on the ground 
that you had taken some active part 
in politics on behalf of the Opposi- 
tion.’’ 

This letter was dated Feb. 
on it Dr. Borden had written. 
is not a fact. Re While, too 
passed from active list, and is 
ed."" : 

On Feb. 3 Dr. Borden directs Gen. 
Hutton to write Col. White and tell 
him that the reason previously giv- 
en for his removal “is entirely er- 
roneous and misleading.’ On Feb. 
7 Gen. Hutton wrote Col. White, 
that the previous letter ‘‘was sent in 
error and is withdrawn. ‘The Minis- 
ter of Militia thinks the course 
should be restricted to younger men,” 

On Feb. 7 Dr. Borden wrote Col, 
White, telling him that the reason of 
his removal was that he was no 
longer on active service, was getting 
too old for the course, and had lost 
part of a hand, There the corre- 
spondence stops. 

Col. Prior declared that Col, White 
Was still on the active list at this 
time, not having been removed till 
Feb. 3. He was not too old, for he 
was only 55. His physical disability 
had been acquired in 1869, and did 
not render him unfit. Col, Prior 
challenged Dr. Borden to say he did 
not tell Cul, Foster that politics was 
at the root of Col. White's dismissal, 

Hon. Dr. Borden told how the 
whole affair occurred. Gen. Hutton 
made a list of officers to attend the 
staff course, and did not notify Mr. 
Borden. ‘The officers were notified of 
their sclection. When the matter 
came to Mr. Borden's attention, he 
felt that the first duty of Gen, Hut- 
ton should have been to notify the 
Minister, for the course involved the 
expenditure of money, for which Dr 
Borden was responsible. Dr. Borden 
struck out the names of White and 
Vince, in the presence of Col, Pinault, 
but said no word re politics to him, 

Mr. Foster—Did you to Col, Fos- 
ter? 3 

Dr. Borden—I never gave Col. Fos- 
ter any other reason officially, except 
reasons I have piven here (Opposi- 
tion laughter.) 

In conclusion, Dr, Borden announced 
that other things being equal, he was 
prepared to give the preference to 
members of his own party, and a 
man or over it would be a fool 
if it did not do justice to its own 
political frienda. (Liberal applause.)

800—900 will have come here. Some 
of these will go to hospitals further 

down. All day yesterday we were 
busy cleaning out the hospital in 
order to receive those unfortunutes 
who are beginning to pour in. 

“Tali obout opportunities for 
Christian work! Fifty men at this 
point would have their hunds full in 
doing personal work Our poor fel- 
lows are lying out there in the pelting 
rain in the English style of conch, 
unable to lie down, many of them, 
and those on the end seats wet and 
shivering; scores without blankets. 
Then imagine them riding a whole 
day Without refreshments. ‘To-night 
the P.M,.O. has ordered them brandy 
and beef tea, and they are yet, some 
of them, two days from their destin- 
ation. The Red Cross Society with 
its one or two stations along the line 
keeps them from suffering as they 
might without the operations of that 
excellent Society. These short-com- 
ings cannot be laid upon any one in 
particular, They seem to be the 
concomitants of war. The hundreds 
dying lying upon the 
battle field to-night will b» in a piti- 
able condition. Dr. Ryerson is here 
and is doing all that he can for his 
Society. It may be that God has a 
work for me to do here. T[ have ex- 
hausted every means of proceeding to 
the country that lies in my power. It 
may be that biding my time the way 
will- open up for a medical appoint- 
ment in the brigade to which ours is 
attached, but now while hard fight- 
ing is on and every one is so occupied 
in our field hospitals, nothing can be 
said, let alone done, towards such a 
step. In the meantime, while our 
work is not limited to the Canadian 
contingent, your committee may feel 
that it is among the troops and that 
a great many Canadiaus proportion- 
ately to the number of troups in the 
field, become directly accessible to me. 

The tent work continues to be 
blessed of God. Much of our Cana- 
dian wriling materiai is being used 
at this point. We have hud Mr, D. 
A. Black, of Belfast Y, M. C. A. with 
us for a few days, wuch to our joy. 
Euclosed please find telegram from 
Capt. Orphan making a_ gratifying 
offer to become surgeon to the Orphan 
Horse 800 strong, which is just or- 
ganized.

ABOUT TRUSTS. 


On Friday night Prof. Shortts 
lectured in Alberta Holl on “Trusts,” 
and much interest was manifested in 
his subject. Of course, opinions are 
bound to differ on thise-ns on every 
other subject, but Prof. Shortts’ 
views found favor with most of his 
audience. A yentienan has handed 
us an extract from ths New York 
Tribune, which gives much timely 
information on the same line. It 
will be found of interest ,by our 
readers : 


Doubtless Dr. Rainsford was sin- 
cerely persuaded that he helped his 
fellow meu in securing an audience 
mainly of workingmen to hear the 
Populist Swallow denounce the con- 
duct of employers as robbery. If 
efforts to stir up bad feeling between 
Iabor and capital, which can thrive 
only by toulual co-operation help 
men toward better and happier, lives 
and render them more useful to their 
generation, he may be doing good 
Bervice. Mr. Siwallow’s assertions 
are such that to help him to hearers 
cannot be called in any sense “spread- 
ing the gospel” or dissemination of 
truth. Thus he says: “The sugar 
king adds a quarter of a cent to the 
pound of sugar,” but the year before 
the Sugar company came into exis- 
tence, 1886, standard granulated sold 
for 6.31 cents on April 1, and now 
sells for 5.15 cents, so thal the sugar 
king has not added, but has taken off 
more than a cent, and the difference 
between fair refining and granulat- 
ed was then 1.44 cents, and is now 
less than half as much. Mr. Swallow 
anid, The oil king adds a penny to 

the price of a gallon of oil,” but re- 
fined oil commanded 30 cents a gallon 
in 1870, and as late as 1880 sold at 12 
cents, with crude lower than 81 z 
barrel, while incomparably better re- 
fined oil now sells for less than 10 
cents, with crude costing $1.68 a bar- 
rel. ‘Andrew Carnegie makes steo} 
pell for $5 a ton more than it did 
before, says this disseminator of un- 
truth. _It is notorious that steel rails 
have risen much less than the steel 
making grades of pig iron, and that 
Carnegie resisted obstinately the rise 
pags knowing that it would bring

Hearing the shots, the stationmuary- 
ter rushed to the scene and knocked 
down the would-be assassin’s arti us 
he prepared to fire a third shot, and 
a number of persons threw thenmsel- 
ves on the Vrince’s assailant. 

In the confusion a second man, Who 
Was quite Was seized, 
roughly handled and beaten. 

Aftor the Prince of Wales had ascer- 
tained that the man who fired the 
shots had been arrested, he declared 
himself and the Princess uninjured 
and the train started, 

Sfpido subsequently said he wanted 
to kill the Prince of Wales ‘because 
he caused thousands of men to be 
slaughtered in South Africa,” 

Excitoment Was Intense, 

Intense excitement prevailed for 
the moment, as it was feared tho 
Prince had been hit, the shots hay- 
ing been fired almost point blank, 
The railway carriage door was has- 
tily thrown open, and great relief 
was felt when the Prince himself ap- 
peared at the window unhurt, 

Both the Prince and the Princess, 
however, had a very narrow eacape, 
The policeman on duty took Sipido 
in charge, The latter appeared 
proud of his exploit, and soemed 
quite calin, Sipido told the author- 
ities that he lived on the Rue de la 
Forge, at Saint Gilles, two miles 
south of Brussels. 

Even Workiagmen Condemn It. 

The attack is condemned even at 
the labor headquarters here, and at 
the Maison du Veuple, where the ex- 
treme Anarchists meet, a leading 
member of the Young Socialist Guard 
Was loud in the denunciation last 
evening of Sipido. Ia Patriote, ina 
special edition, denounces the at- 
tempt as ‘cowardly and senseless,’’ 
and says: “It will create general 
indignation, and the worst enemy of 
Belgium could not have dealt the 
country a fouler blow.”

BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY, 


Au Interesting Discussion Takes Pidte on 
the Question in the Dominion House 
of Commons, 


Ottawa, April 5. — The beet sugar 
industry and the advisability of giv- 
ing it governmental assistance in 
Canada Was discussed yesterday in 
the House, 

Dr, Montagte introduced the ques- 
tion by asking for all correspond nee 
in this dircetion had by the Govern- 
ment in 1899. He blamed the Go,- 
crament for not having carefully 
looked into the possibilities of the 
industry, us the United States had 
dane, To prove that the matter was 
nol a fad, he declared that nine 
tenths of the sugar consumed * in 
Great Britain was made from beets, 
and that the world’s consumption of 
cane Sugar for the past half century 
had increased 1 3-5 times, while 
that of beet sugar had increased 22 
times, In Canada last year, of the 
$4,500,000 worth of sugar imported, 
$3,000,000 was beet sugar. Why 
should not Canada produce that $3,- 
000,000 worth? Ele then reviewed 
Hon. S. Fisher's objections stated 
last year. 

Mr. Charlton declared that capital- 
ists would start the industry in Can- 
ada without a bounty. In his opin- 
ion the prolits were so large that 
investors were falling over one an- 
other to exploit Canada. He spoke 
authoritatively of the industry in 
Michigan and declared that a bounty 
had been offered, but the state saw 
that to pay it would bankrupt the 
treasury and, accordingly, it Was 
Withheld. He suggested that a com- 
mission should be appointed to look» 
into the matter. 

Dr. Sproule said that. Mr. Charlton 
was talking beyond the book, and 
corrected him by declarimg that the 
bounty in Michigan had ‘not been 
Withdrawn from the first established 
factories,. 

He declared that beet sugar 
successfully competing with cane 
sugar, and cven supplanting it. The 
production of beet sugar last year 
was 5,840,000 tons, and cane sugar, 
2,862,000 tons. So long as the 
States gnve o bounty, capitalists 
would not invest their money in a 
country where none was given. 

Dr. Sproule laid special stress upon 
the fact’ that the pulp by-products of 
the bect sugar industry were valu- 
able, and would be returned to the 
farmer for the carrying away Pulp 
would keep in a silo for an indefinite 
period, and was an excellent food for 
cattle. He read many statistics to 
prove that, as regards percentage and 
purity of sugar, the Canadian beots 
favorably compared with those 
rrown in any other country, He 
concluded by asking the Government 
why they could not bonus this indus- 
try when they had bonused the iron 
industry? The were, In many

He says that 
2,000 Boer women begged him to do 
his best “to let the American people 
know of their exact condition; to let 
* them know how they have been abused 
and outrageously misrepresented by 
the English.” “If I did not, asia free 
American,” he continues,” decide to 
listen to their appeals, my conscience 
would burn,and the faces of those suf- 
fering people, as brave and as noble 
as God ever let live in any land, would 
haunt me as Jong as IT live. Their 
cause is just,and,in the light of the 
past history of the American people 
who went through the same struggle, 
I believe the Boers will win.” 

A document recently sent to the 
Senate from the Treasury Depart- 
ment contains the curious statement 
that $21,000 was recently refunded 
co duty paid on natural gas. It seems 
that Detroit is supplied with this 
natural gas from the Cansuda side 
through pipes laid under the Detroit 
River. The duty collected was as- 
sessed at the rate of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem as “an unmanufactured ar- 
ticle” which seemed all right enough. 
The United States Supreme Court, 
however, decided that natural gas 
Was either crude mineral or crude 
bitumen. If the former, it must 
come fres, and if the latter, it could 
be taxed at $1.50 u ton. When it 
came to trying to weigh natural gas 
by the ton, the Treasury officials 
gave up the problem, and now the 
Detroit people use Canadian gas with- 
out paying a cent of duty, :

My Dear Colonel Ponton, — This 
short letter to you and brother of- 
fioers of the dear old 15th 

So far all the Belleville boys are 
fairly well, only Gibson and myself 
receiving wounds. Gibson being 


shot in the left side and hip but only 
flesh wounds, and 1 got a bullet in 
the middle finger of the right hand, 
tearing away the flesh, but it is 
going on well. It has indeed been an 
experience for us—one which we will 
never forget, Our work has been 
most successfully done, however, and 
we have been complimented by Lord 
Roberts and Gen. Dorrien personally, 
You have read all about our battles 
—first at Paardeburg, our company 
losing 8 killed and 8 wounded (R,C.R. 
21 killed and 62 wounded). The fol- 
lowing Tuesday we were in the field 
all day but not able to fire ourselves 
as we were supports and in the fir- 
ing line, 2 fellows being wounded. 
On the 28th we made a night attack 
on the Boers, our company losing 3 


killed, strange to say, all non-com- 
missioned officers, and 2 wounded, 


R.C, 15 killed and 38 Wounded. Never 
again do I hope to face such a fire 
as on the morning of the 28th. While 
advancing and within 60 yards of the 
Boer trenches, volleys came which 
made us physically quiver, then we 
got the word to fire, every man do- 
ing his very best, but we had to stick 
to our trenches as it was just before 
daylight and soon afterwards Cronje 
and 4,180 Boers surrendered to us. 
We are now awaiting the arrival of 
an extra Division when we expect to 
attack 5,000 Roers, who are about 10 
miles away. 

Excuse this scribble, finger .hurts 
like everything, and only a few min- 
utes before mail closes, Will write 
the first chance I can get. We all 
will be glad to get home, but will 
see this thing through right.

FROM REY. F. C. POWELL. 


Capetown, Ash Wednesday, 1900. 

My dear Colonel Ponton,—Your kind 
letter of Jan. 18 wus forwarded to me 
at Roblin’s Island, where [ was try- 
ing to find a few days’ quiet among 
the lepers in that leper colony. Great 
dunes of dazzling white sand cover 
the island, which is mainly inhabit- 
ed by lepers, lunatics, conyicts, Jiz- 
ards, rabbits and Hottentot pigs. 
The whole air is alive with the roar of 
many waters, which foam upon the 
rocks. I came back here only last 
night and this afternoon went down 
at once to the Canadian camp, some 
miles away from here. I did not find 
Ponton, Gillespie or Miller. They’ 
had gone into the town, or were ‘off 
for duty, or were on a bathing «ex- 
cursion, or sumewhere, but I saw the 
regimental surgeon and the vfficers, 
and they assured me they were all 
well, which is all that is needful to 
know in such an unspeakable hurry, 
and critical time as the present. 

I found several friends from Toronto 
and elsewhere, among them Dr. Bald- 
win, who went as a _ trooper — with 
whom, as with others, I had some 
innocent and cheerfully reasonable 
Canadian talk. 

About the war I shall not say one 
word (for it would be all ancient his- 
tory by the time this reaches the 
15th), save to remark that it may 
seem strange to people at home, Gen. 
Buller taking so many weeks to march 
with so many thousands of soldiers, 
some 17 odd miles, but I personally 
know that particular part of the 
country, and as an old gardener truly 
said to me the other day, “It is one 
thing, sir, to be in it, and another 
thing, sir, to be out of it.’ This sap- 
lent remark, I think, sums up the 
whole situation, 

With regard to the missing photo- 
graphs, [ am assured that they 
were sent off. If they do not turn 
up, [am afraid we will have to order 
more, if now wanted. I hope that 
by this time they will have arrived 
safely. I enclose the photographer's 
card, 

All thought has evaporated in 
Cape Town, and hanga in a cloud over

had placed three guns in position, 
The Trish entrenched theniselves, while 
the mounted infantry scouted along 
both banks, only to find escape. im- 
possible.

Enormous Amount of Kain, 

Tast Wednesday night it began to 
rain very hard at this place, the 
Storm extending north of here among 
the watersheds of the Colorado River. 
The precipitation continued until this 
morning, the downfall aggregating 
six inches. All this vast quantity of 
Water along the watersheds of the 
Colorado River rapidly swelled the 
current, until at 8 o'clock Saturday 
merning the river, which had been 
steadily rising since last evening, Was 
a raging torrent, having risen 406 
feet within 10 hours, 

When the Crash Came. f 

The crisis came shortly after 
11 o'clock, When suddenly, with a‘re 
port like the roar of the ocean, the 
great wedge, 25 feet high, 500 feet 
wide and about 8 feet thick, rolled 
out of the centre section of the dam, 
down the face of the 60 feet depth, 
into the river below. This Ieft a 
yaWning gap in the very middle of 
the dam, through which the debris 
and the water fiercely poured, while 
the flood, already raging, was threat- 
ening everything in its path. The re- 
leased water poured into the power 
house, caught eight employes at work 
there, drowning all of them instant- 
ly. The breaking of the dam caused 
wild excitement in the city. The 
telegraph companies at once wired to 
places below here to look out for 
the great wave, and runners were 
despatched on horses to notify those 
livingg in the valleys below the city. 
The telegraph messages served as & 
thuely warning to many, but the 
rushing waters outstripped the horse 
men. 

Have They All Been Loat? 

A crowd of white people, number- 
ing about 30, living just below the 
dam, in tents, were seen at their ha- 
bitations just before the dam broke, 
and have not been accounted for 
since. It is generally believed that 
all of them were swept away. One 
man, attempting to cross the road 
leading to the bridge across the 
river, just as the big’ wave rolled 
down, Was caught, and his horse and 
buggy went down with the torrent 
and were heard of no more. 

A family of six negroes living 
the valley south of the city, 
known to have been drowned, 

One Hundred Houses Gone. 

It is estimated that more than 100 
houses have been destroyed, and the 
loss to property will be great. The 
breaking of the dam engulfed the old 
water company’s plant below the 
city, and it is to-night lying 15 feet 
under water, while the city is in 
darkness and without water, 

Reports from points below here are 
to the effect that the flood has been 
most disastrous, and that the break- 
ing of the dam has occasioned many 
thousands of slollars worth of loss to 
property, The surface of the river 
throughout the day has been dotted 
by small houses or fragments of 
houses and drowned animals, alongs 
with trees and debris, all of which 
bear testimony to*the ravages of the 
floods in the mountainous region 
above Austin,

—many of which know any 
sunshine. Under these conditions the 
life of an ordinary plank walk cannot 
last for more than ten or tWelVe years 
and in the meantime it has be 
continually under the eye of the Street 
Surveyor or the city is mulected in 
actions for damuges, as has often been 
the case in the past. 

If we look at the question from a 
sanitory point of view, I think any 
intelligent person will agree with me 
that the plank walk is a continual 
menace to the public health. rt is 
a receptacle for all kinds of filth 
which flows under the planks from 
the streets and back-yards and while 
the streets ore occasionally cleaned, 
the cess-pool under the plauks is be- 
yond the reach of the shovel and the 
hoe, and is therefore never molested in 
its deadly work. 

It is now about thirteen years since 
I advocated, in the council, a system 
of permanent sidewalks, but was 
obliged to abandon the project for 
want of support, and since then the 
city has spent, in round figures, about 
$40,000 in patchwork. What have we 
to show for all this vast expenditure ? 
Nothing better than some miles of 
rotten and rickety planks and pro- 
truding nails! Wherens if this sum 
had been spent in pecmanent walks 
we would have something to show and 
be proud of. It is to be hoped that 
the “new blood” in the council, from 
whom much is expected in the way 
of progress and economy, will not dis- 
tinguish themselvyes—extingush, per- 
haps, would be a batter word— by 
voling for the perpetuation of this 
stupendous extravagance and folly. 

I never supported the building of 
granolithic walks by local taxation. 
We have never built plank walks, or 
macadamized any of our streets un- 
der that system, and if we change 
the material that goes into the con- 
struction of sidewalks, it is no reason 
why we should change the mode of 
paying for them. Sidewalks are not 
buill for individuals, but for the 
whole community, and the whole com- 
munily should be taxed alike for 
them, and therefore should be paid for 
by debenture. And os permanent im- 
provements are built for all time, let 
the generations that follow us pay for 
them; and our share of the interest 
would not be as great as the amount 
we pay now for the wretched patch- 
work by which the city is disgraced. 
Ido not know of a town or city in Can- 
ada to-day that makes any preten- 
tions to progress or economy, that is 
not discarding what Ald. Grills pro- 
poses to perpetuate in this city. 
Why not keep in the procession of the 
progressive municipalities, especially 
when it costs less to do so. The first 
cost of granolithic walks is little more 
than twice the cost of plank walks, 
but when we consider the one is built 
for all time, while the other is only 
a temporary expedient that has to be 
repeated every few years, there should 
be no hesitation in decidiug in favor 
of the one that is permanent—not 
only in the interests of economy, but 
also from oan nesthetic and sanitary 
point of view. It is doubtful if there 
is one individual doing business or liv- 
ing on Front street who would ask 
for a return of the abomination that 
preceded the granolithic walks, and if 
these are good on Front street, they 
should be equally good for all other 
streets of the city.

Peace 
and quietness reign there now ow- 
ing to police protection, The tramp 
nuisance is also a question to be seri- 
ously considered. At the other end 
of the city what have we. Com- 
plaints are constantly made of coal 
being stolen during the winter und 
police have to go there. In the sum- 
mer police have to be at the wharf, 
Front street has also to be protected. 
With the police force as it is al pre- 
sent they are unable to patrol the 
outskirts. of the city. Look at the 
distance between the G.T.R, station 
and the wharf. We want to look at 
our position, and see if we can make 
a retrenchment, The Police — Com- 
missioners would accede to the re- 
quest of the Council for a reduction 
if it is considered wise and expedient. 
An important duty performed by the 
police is the watching of the electric 
light. The police has saved during 
the past three months $81.32 by not- 
ing lights which are out, The saving 
of this single item in a year is with- 
in $100 of the salary of one man. 
As to the figures quoted by the Ma- 
yor in his table presented at’ the 
last meeting there was a discrepency 
to a large amount as to the cost of 
police duties in other places, The 
Board of Health account in some 
places amounted from $800 to even 
$1,200, while in Belleville one year 
it was but $81. 

The Mayor—Do you challenge the 
Ontario Government accounts from 
Which I obtained my information ? 

Mr. Flint—I certainly do, as some 
of the accounts are certainly not cor- 
rect; details were not perhaps fur- 
nished. 

The Mayor—The clerks ofthe muni- 
cipalities are supposed to furnish to 
the Government all information as 
to expenditures, 

Mr. Flint gave a detailed account of 
a number of cities and the expendi- 
tures for police and Boards of 
Health, comparing HBelleville’s ex- 
penditure in this direction; which he 
claimed was favorable to Belleville. 
He said he had been informed by a 
reliable gentleman that if the police 
force were reduced Belleville would 
be taken out of the insurance class 
ii was now in and insurance made 
higher. 

Ald. Sinclair—The companies can- 
mot do that, 

Mr. Flint—There was one gentle- 
man present who had reason to be 
thankful to the police force. He re- 
was saved from destruction by fire 
and the police also captured the party 
ferred to Ald.

missioners granted it he hoped the 

Council would not again interfere as 

it did on a former occasion. 

Chief Newton gave a detailed

We ore asked to 
maintain a police forvee which costs us 
$3,000 and receive in fines and 
fees one year only $376.03 He did 
not ider there was more crima 
prevalent in Belleville than in a num- 
ber of other cities quoted; in fact 
he did not think had as much 
crime as some other places. The cab- 
mén were niturally noisy, but in 
these days of keen competition they 
have to make a Why should 
maintain a policeman to stand at 
the wall of the G.T.R. station to keep 
these men quiet, The employees 
of the railway have the power and 
right to keep this class of men quiet. 
We should not employ men to see that 
the coal yards are protected. The 
owners should see that they are pro- 
tected, As to the electric lights, 
he (the speaker) understood that the 
policemen did not go off Front St. 
to see if lights are lit. The men 
should be asieep at day and on’ duty 
at night. Any man who feels that 
he could not be on duty at night to 
guard and protect our property 
should resign. The position of 
policeman was a desirable one, as an 
evidence of which no one seems 
resign his position for anything 
more remunerative. The figures he 
gave were the best he could procure. 
The police only did their duty in the 
case of Ald. Sinclair's fire. As to 
Mr. Morton where was he or what 
was he doing now? He was paid $500 
a year and received clothing. His 
duties could be done by Mr. Rut- 
ledge or some other man. We are 
constantly being told that the taxes 
are bigh and retrenchments should 
be made. He had done what he con- 
sidered his duty in moving first the 
reduction of the police force. We 
simply want men to guard our pro- 
perty at night when we are asleep 
and cannot do it ourselves. 

Mr. Flint said if gentlemen come 
in from the country it costs the city 
nothing, but it brings them Lo the city 
and they spend money here. As far 
as fines and fees are concerned he 
would take Windsor. The fines and 
fees there were only a little over $500 
last year, and other places were only 
a slight advance over Belleville. 

Ald. Bogart said the members would 
be confused as Lo figures as the Mgyor 
gave figures which the Magistrate 
said were wrong, and the Mayor con- 
tended they were right. As far as he 
was concerned he would pay no atten- 
tion to figures. He could not help, 
however, but think that we could 
spare at least one policeman, but he 
did not consider it wise at present 
to transfer Officer Morton to the po- 
lice force. The state very properly 
keeps in and helps children and makes 
them attend school, which their par- 
ents might not do, The Truant Off- 
icer should look after children whose 
parents do not send them to school. 
He would be glad to vote for the re- 
duction of one man. We have not 
enough men to patrol the whole city, 
bul there were too many, he thought, 
for the work they had to do. Five 
men, he considered, could do the work 
six men now do. If we can change 
Mr. Morton and get someone to do 
the work cheaper, all the better, but 
to-night he was not prepared to say 
that we could. If we can retrench 
in any other way let us do so and 
make a saving to the city, 

Ald. Sinclair thought the police 
force could be reduced and still main- 
tain its efficiency and give us proper 
protection. The police had no doubt 
done their duty faithfully. The tax- 
payers, he believed, desired a reduction 
of the police force. Large corpora- 
tions should, toa great extent, guard 
their own properties. He was pre- 
pared to vote for a reduction of the 
force. Ife fully believed that the 
duties of, Mr. Morton could be per- 
formed by the policemen, or another 
man could be assigned to these duties 
wt a slight inorease of remuneration:

BOBS SAYS ENEMY HAS BEEN VERY ACTIVE. 

London, April 11.—-Lord Roberts wires to the War Office from Bloem- 
fontein, under date of Tuesday, A pril 10th, as follows: “The enemy have 
been very active during the past few days, One Commando is now on 
the north of the Orange River, not far from Aliwal North, while  an- 
other is attacking Wepener. ‘The garrison there is holding out bravely 
and yesterday inflicted serious loss on the Boers. Major Springe, of 
the Cape Mounted Rifles, was killed. No other casuallies have been re- 
ported as yet. The troops are being moved up rapidly. 

A patrol of six men of the Seventh Dragoon Guards, under Lieut. 
Weatherly, which had been reported missing since April 7, has returned 
safely. 

As the foregoing does not mention the alleged British reverse on 
Saturday, at Meerkatsfontein, the Boer telegrams are discredited at 
the War Office, and they are furt her discredited on account of the dis- 
crepancies in the despatches, as M eerkatsfontein, in one message is 
located near Brandfort and in another it is located southeast of Bloem- 
fontein. The places being 100 miles apart, 1 

HAS GEN. GATACRE BEEN RECALLED. 

Gen. Gatacre’s return to England is accepted as being in the nature of 
a recall, though no reason is given for it, and it will be associated in the 
public mind as owing to his lack of success, Lord Roberts criticized 
his management of the Stormberg attack, and possibly the fact that 
Gatacre’s force arrived an hour anda half too late to rescue the Red- 
dersburg force may have decided bis return. Gen. Carew seemingly 
Succeeds Gen. Gatacre,* and according to a despatch from Bloemfontein 
the Commanders of several Brigades are about to be changed. 

The Reuter Telegram Compuny’s correspondent at Aliwal North, wir- 
ing at 9.30 this morning, Says; “There is no further news from Wop- 
ener. Too cloudy to heliograph. More British troops are arriving.” 

It is learned that the Boer, Gove rnments have finally notified Portu- 
gal that they consider the shipping of British troops and ammunitions 
of war to Rhodesia by way of Beira, Portuguese East Africa, to be tan- 
tamount to hostile action. This, however, will not stop Gen. Sir Fre- 
derick Carrington’s force from entering Rhodesia. Whether or not the 
Boers will make reprisals upon Portugal remains to be seen, though 
the best informed Opinion here inclines to the belief that the Boers 
ire not likely Co back up their protest with a connection that will bring 
them into hostilities with still another power, 

BOERS ARB GROWING BOLDER. 

Ladysmith, Tuesday, April 10.—T he Boers opened fire this morning 
early, sending shells into the British camp at Elandslaagte from three 
positions, widely separated. The shells did no damage. The troops

* London, April 12.—A special despatch from Elandslaugte, dated yes- 
terday, says: “Fighting was renewed beyond Elandslaagte this after- 
noon. The Boers steadily advanced upon the Brilish position. There 
Was a continuous rifle fire andthe Boer big guns were in action. The 
British replied effectively, and after two hours fighting the Boers 
were checked.” 

{ ROBERTS’ DELAY 

New York, April 12.—Under a Herald 
an interesting despatch showing the state of feeling in the Transvaal 
capital, and conveying the news that the Federals have taken fresh 
courage and have no idea of laying down their arms. The despatch is 
dated Monday of this week and reads; “The relief of Ladysmith and 
Kimberley and Gen. Cronje’s disaster coming together cuused the Boers 
to become panic-stricken and temporarily abandon Bloemfontein. Had 
Lord Roberts been able to follow up his successes the war might have 
been ended but the British reached Bloemfontein utterly fagged 
out and recuperation was absolut ely This afforded time 
for the Boers to recover, and now the military situation is not neces- 
sarily more unfavorable than two months ago. The decision to send 
the captured Boers to St. Helena, makes its certain that the Boers will 
not surrender except in the last extremity. The uverage Burgher 
prefers death to exile. A military attache who is much respected thinks 
six months the lowest probhble duration of the war. The Boers will 
probably continue to fight even if they lose Pretoria, which is unlikely 
to occur for « long time yet.” f 

LONDON’S SUMMARY OF THE WAR. 

London, April 12.—Elandslaogte and Wepener still merit attention. 
At both places a series of undeci sive actions are occurring. ‘The Boer 
report of the fighting on April 10th at Elandslaagte avers that the 
vance on the British camp was made with the loss of only three mules 
and two horses, und that the British losses must have been heavy. The 
bombardment’ lasted all day. 

Nothing has been learned regarding the rumor of Col. Baden-Powell's 
death, nor is there anything tending to show how long the general 
adyance towards Pretoria will be delayed. In the absence of exciting 
developments public interest centres more upon the personality of the 
new Commanders and in the supposition as to who the next General 
to be sent home will be. , : 

The shilors of the Powerful are coming in for enthusiastic greetings, 
equalling those of their arrival at Portsmouth yesterday, when young 
and old women kissed officers and men indiscriminately as they came 
off the dock. 

BOERS THINK ROBERTS IS PLAYING A WAITING GAME. 

Bloemfontein, Wediresdoy, April 11.—According to information received 
here, the Boer activity eastward of the railroad and in proximity to the 
border is largely due to the fact that Presidents Kruger and Steyn have 
found they are unable to keep their forces together in inactivity, the 
burghers declaring they are unwilling to remain with their commands 
unless actively employed, as they are convinced the British game. is a 
wailing game, It is believed the Boer movement was originally de- 
signed to oblige Lord Roberts to weaken his force at Bloemfontein in 
order to protect the railroad. Then the Boers would have atlempted 
to recapture the capital. The burghers are evidently ignorant of the 
enormous forces Lord Roberts has at his disposal. Advices from Kar- 
eesiding say the Boers are busied entrenching their positions east of 
Brandfort. .

extent and almost inestimable in promise.

THE PERIOD FROM 1890 TO 1896. 


When. however, we come to the period 
from 1890 to 1896 what clo we find. We find 
that during the years 1892-3-4-6, the aggre- 
gate trade was the largest since Confedera- 
tion. During that period three several 
tariff reductions were made and on sugar 
alone there was saved to the people of this 
country more than 19 millions of dollars; 
that during this period the mileage of rail- 
waya increased by three thousand, the jiax- 
sengers carried by two millions, the freicnt 
carried by 3,500,000 tons and railway earn- 
ings by $3,700,000, The exports of the mine 
roxe from $4,800,000 to $3,050,000; exports 
fisheries from $8,400,000 to $11,000,000. ex- 
ports of animal and seccionltoral’ products 
from $37,000,000 to $60,590, and exports 
of manufactures® from $25,500,000 to $0,500,- 
000. It will be seen that during this period 
the total exporta had increased by more 
than 25 millions of dollars, exports of 
chvese had increased from nine anf one 
third millions to fourteen and one-fifth ‘mil- 
lions of dollars, of bacon from about one 
half a million to three and ao half millions 


be so our total population in 1897 could 
by no possible means have exceeded 6,- 
160,000, From that time there is every 
reason to believe that our population 
has increased at least double or treble 
os fast as before 1896. Now, Sir, if 
you apply that teat you will find thatin 
\898 our population was three hundred 
or four hundred thousand more than in 
1895 and that in 1900 it will in all pro- 
bability be at least three hundred thou- 
sand more than it was in 1897.” 


These are Sir Richard's “simple facta” 
regarding the population, Where did he 
obtain them? © gives no statistics, no 
estimates from any authority; he aionly 
makes the assertion and then draws his 
deductions therefrom, a plan which is very 
convenient for one who is not careful of 
his facts or who is too indolent to investi- 
gate or is over desirous of making a case 
against his opponents. But we have a Do- 
minion statistician, we have a Minister of 
Customs, we have a Minister of IJinance 
and it so happens that all these gentlemen 
have furnished in public documents, laid 
on the table of the House, their estimates 
of the population from 1891 up to the ‘pre- 
sent time. ‘hese are set down in the ap- 
pended table and have been used in the 
public speeches of various Ministers.

Let us examine Sir Richard's statement 
in the light of this table, He declares that 
from 1891 to 1896 our population had in- 
creased “in a very small degree.” A refer- 
ence to this table will show that the esti- 
mated increase had been exactly 279,059, 
He then declares that in_1897 the popula- 
tion could not have excceded 5,100,000. He 
gives no reason for this assertion and the 
table places it at 5,185,990. Which is to be 
believed? Again he says that in 1898 our 
population was certainly three hundred or 
four hundred thousand more than in 1895. 
Mark the delightful accuracy in the alter 
native. It was certainly 300,000 ond it was 
certainly 400,000 and there is only a slight 
difference of 33 1-3 per cent. between the 
two certainties! Taking the latter figure, 
however, for argument’s sake our popula: 
tion in 1898 according to Sir Richard Cart- 
wright would be 5,468,562 and in 1990, add- 
ing his three hundred thousand to his esti- 
mate for 1807, it would be 5,400,000; so that 
according to his own data he makes the 
population less in 1900 than in 1898! But

Account Cooking. 


“In 1898 the late Government and Mr, 
Foster, for reasons best known to them- 
elves, cooked the accounts,” 

This is a grave statement. If it were 
true I could not for a moment keep my 
seat in Parliament nor my place in public 
life; but is it true? Does Sir Richard even 
attempt to prove it? By saying that I fal- 
sified any account? No. “That I placed 
expenditure made on ‘certain services un- 
der other heada?

the interest of economy and because in pub- 
lie works the two preceding years had scen 
Jarge expenditures and in militia for rea- 
sons of a similar character. ‘This may. be 
open to criticism as a matter of policy 
but surely axking for less an propriations 
from Parliament cannot be ealied ‘cooking 
the accounts.” 


ARE THE GRITS EXTRAVAGANT? 


Sir Richard next comes to the charges of 
extravagance. He suys: 

“They are at the present moment 
terribly exercised over the alleged reck- 
less extravagances of the Liberal party, 
and the inconsistencies of the Liberals, 
myself particularly, in pardoning an 
condoning those extravagances. I think 
I shall be able to prove to you before I 
sit down that all these accusations 
made against us of wasteful, wilful 
and reckless extrayagance are not only 
utterly misplaced in the mouths of 
those who bring the charges but are of 
themselves absolutely devoid of found- 
dation.

1892 to 1896. And why does he compare 
this with 1898 and not with tlie expendt. 
ture for 1899, the figures for which he evi- 
diently had before him and many of which 
1¢ used in the course of his address, Did 
Sir Richard and the Liberal Varty object 
simply to the expenditure of 1890 or was 
their objection on principle and general? Is 
there any doubt on this matter? Read 
their declarations. Mr. Laurier declared 
that the expenditure of Canada was extra- 
vagant and outrageous and that if he were 
elected it should be reduced by one, two or 
three millions. Dayid Mills said it could 
be reduced by five millions. Sir Richard 
declared that an expenditure of 38 millions 
for a country like Canada was “outrageous” 
and should not be Jonger endured. Mr. 
McMullen asked the electors to put them 
out if they did not reduce the expenditure 
by three millions. And the economy plank 
of the platform of 1893 denounced tlic ex- 
penditure of the Liberal-Conservative Gov- 
ernment and demanded its reduction. 

How disingenuous and futile for Sir 
Richard now to shift his ground and pre- 
“end ‘chat it was only the particular e<- 
penditure of that particular year that ho 
and the party were denouncing and that to 
nate his own words the party wasright in 
denouncing an expenditure of forty-one mil- 
lions then and equally right in applauding 
an expenditure of fifty-one millions now, 
and claiming consistency in their “right 
about-face.” The charge of extravagance 
is then not limited to the year 1898 but is 
a general charge against the Liberal Gov- 
ernment and the latest available year 
should have undoubtedly been taken. Again 
in the matter of expenditure let us take 
the total expendi vine ayers thing that is 
paid out by the Government tor the differ- 
ent services of the country—so that tliere 
may be no juggling between the expendi- 
ture on capital account and consolidated 
revenue account by giving prominence to 
the one and concealing the other as Sir 
Richard did. The country has to find all 
the money by one means or another and 
we can only get a clear idea of the rela- 
tive state of things by comparing the total 
expenditures. he following table shows 
the average expenditures for the years 1887 
to 1891 and for 1892 to 1896 and also the 
yearly expenditures for 1892, 1893, 1804, 
1895, 1896, 1897, 1898 and 1899.

A PARTNER WITH “PROVIDENCHS.” 


Sir Richard dismissed the question, 
“What about the Senate,” with the follow-

off the necks of the people.” 

Some might call this a flippant and cruel 
answer, and the criticism would not be un- 
just. We must bear in mind that the party 
made the reform of the Senate an article in 
their creed. The Senate was to be “ended” 
or “mended.” Sir Richard agreed with 
the patrons that it should be ended. A 
few months ago the Premier disclosed his 
po of “mending” it and so threw a wet 
lanket over that wing of his party who 
were for “ending” it. The proposition 
was a weak one and did not evoke even 
arty enthusiasm. In the Speech from the 
hrone in 1899, the Governor-General was 
made to say that a measure for the reform 
of the Senate would be proposed. What 
this was Sir Wilfrid never deigned to ex- 
plain, and finally withdrew the notice, 
and now Sir’ Richard the 
whole matter is in

desire to see the Senate made subservient 
to the rings and schemers. The Senate 
stood firm and the Yukon Railway scheme 
was foiled, whereby millions of acres of 
picked gold lands were preserved to the 
country. Again the Senate stood firm and 
according to Senator Kerr, saved $750,000 
of the people’s money from schemers in 
connection with the mond and Grand 
Trunk Railway deal. Senator Kerr was 
modest; he might have said one million 
was saved. Again the Senate stood firm 
when a clause escaped the Commons which, 
had it remained in the lease, would have 
tied up for 99 years all western bound 
freight from the Eastern Provinces to the 
Grand Trunk and United States lines. The 
new Liberals quarrel with the Senate, and 
for this same reason the people honour it 
and public opinion is yet strong, and the 
Grits fear public opinion, So, according 
to Sir Richard, the Senate is to be left in 
“the hands of Providence.” But he is incon- 
sistent and misleading in this as well, He 
leaves ib with Providence to do that which 
they cannot do, namely, remove Conserva- 
tive Senators, and then the Grits fly in 
the face of Providence and straightway ap- 
point party hacks to fill the vacant placesl

SNEERS AT PROHIBITION.

LIBERAL PERFORMANCE. 


(What Has Been Done by the Laurier Administration Since 1896.) 


1, In revising the tariff when they came 
into power, the Liberaly were particularly 
careful to maintain the principle of protec- 
tion. On some articles they increased’ the 
protective duties. On a few articles they 
abolished the duties. Altogether, including 
dutiable and free imports they have reduc- 
ed the whole tariff only 71-100 of one per 
cent. during the three full years they have 
been in office, as compared with the period 
1892-06. At the same rate of progress how 
long would it be necessary for the Liberals 
to remain in office in order to completely 
abolish the protective tariff? But Mr. Sif- 
ton says the tariff is now a dead issue and 
Mr. Tarte has declared that the tariff wall 
shall “remain sufficiently high to afford am- 
ple protection to Canadian industries.” 

But for what purpose do the Liberals 
use this protective tariff which they main- 
tain, although they do not believe in it? 
They go privately to manufacturers and de- 
mand large money contributions to the 
Liberal campaign fund on the ground that 
they have maintained the protective tariff 
and endeavour to frighten them with the 
fear that if they do not yield to the demand 
the protective duties on the articles they 
manufacture will be abolished. In fact, the 
protective tariff is maintained by the Lib- 
erals simply as an instrument of extortion. 
They did abolish the protective duties on 
binder twine and barb wire, the result being 
that most of the Canadian factories manu- 
facturing these articles closed down and 
then the pricea of both binder twine and 
barb wire went up. One binder twine fac- 
tory controlled by Liberals and working 
in co-operation with the American binder 
twine combine, was kept run- 
ning and sold its output at such 
high prices that it was able 
to pay its shareholders dividends of sixty 
per cent, annually. This came out of the 
farmers’ poekets. 


The Conservatives have always believed 
in the principle of protection. They main- 
tained a protective tariff because they 
thought it was a good policy for the country 
and whether in or out of office they have 
never tried to gain votes by pretending to 
be free traders. The Liberals tell the farm- 


ers that they will give the country free 
trade as quickly as they can do s0, while 
they try to buy the support of manufac- 
turers by promising to maintain protection. 
Such hypocrisy and breach of faith deserves 
to be punished. 

RECIPROCITY WITH THE UNITED 

STATES. 

2. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his associates 
spent nearly six months at Quebec and 
Washington trying to get reciprocity from 
the Americans, and utterly failed. If re- 
ports published in American newspapers in 
the confidence of the United States Govern- 
ment were correct the Canadian Commis- 
sioners offered to surrender Canada’s rights 
in Behring Sea, to give the Americans the 
free use of Canada’s Atlantic fisheries, to 
allow American warships to use Canadian 
canals and to bind Canada not to put ex- 
port duties on nickel ore or matte, loga or 
pulp wood on condition of getting a slight 
reduction of the American duties on lum- 
ber and a few’ other articles. They re- 
mained in Washington so long that tho 
American newspapers began to call them 
“the Canadian beggars.’’. Finally they gave 
up in despair, and returned to Ottawa with- 
out accomplishing anything. Then Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier astonished his supporters by 
making the following statement in Parlia- 
ment: “I am not making too wide a state- 
ment when I say that the feeling of Canada 
to-day is not in favour of reciprocity.” 
What a waste of time and effort might have 
been saved, what useless agitations might 
have been ayoided if Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
had made that discovery ten years sooner. 

EIGHT ROTTEN PLANKS. 

3. Instead of purity of administration, tho 
Laurier Government have given us the 
Yukon administration, so corrupt that they 
were afraid to allow an investigation; the 
Drummond County deal, and all kinds of 
Tarte jobs. | 

4. Instead of economy and decreased ex- 
penditure the Laurier Government actually 
increased the annual expenditures more in 
three yeara than the Conservatives did in 
their last 16 years of office, Total expendi- 
ture 1896, $41,702,383. Total expenditure 
1899, $51,542,635. 


5. By independence of Parliament the 
Liberals meant, as shown by their speech- 
es, that no member of Parliament should be 
appointed to office. Yet thirteen Liberal 
members of Parliament have been appoint 
ed to office since 1896. Sir Wilfrid himself 
in 1896 wrote a letter to F. Langelier prom- 
ising him the Governorship of Quebec or a 
judgeship with which promise in his pocket 
Langelier sat and voted in Parliament for 
three sessions. 

6. The Laurier Government proposed to 
give away millions of acres of Yukon gold 
lands to speculators, but the Senate stop- 
ped the deal. 


7. The Laurier Government did repeal 
the Dominion Franchise Act, handing over 
to the Provincial Legislatures the making 
of voters’ lists for the Dominion. One re- 
sult of this was to disfranchise the City of 
Winnipeg for a whole session because the 
provincial voters’ lists were not ready, By 
this foolish plan the members of Parliament 
from each province are elected on a differ- 
ent basis of representation instead of hay- 
ing one common franchise for the whole 
Dominion as before. In nearly all the 
provinces the lists are wholly made up and 
revised by partisans of Grit Governments. 


8. The party that denounced gerrymand- 
ers passed a most iniquitous Gerrymander 
Act through the House of Commons, but it 
was thrown out by the Senate. 


9. Sir Wilfrid Laurier accepted a scheme 
of Senate reform proposed by Mr. Tarte's 
paper, La Patrie, and publicly announced 
that he intended to carry it out, but it was 
such a silly plan that the Toronto Globe 
and some other Liberal papers felt obliged 
to pour cold water on it, so Sir Wilfrid 
dropped it. It may be taken up again. 

10. A quarter of a million dollars of 
public money, and probably twice as much 
private money, was spent on a prohibition 
plebiscite, and a majority of the people vot- 
ed in favour of prohibition, but the Gov- 
ernment have refused to do anything. They 
never intended to do anything, and 
the only object of the plebiscite was to fool 
the pegple.

Froacht: The matter was discussed in Par- 
fament and detaila were given upon which 
an investigation by an impartial authonty 
Was demanded. The Minister of the’ In- 
terior denied all charges, proposed an in- 
quiry by his own paid official, and declared 
that the moment any member of Parlia- 
ment would in his representative responsi- 
bility make definite charges’ a commission 
would be granted. Meanwhile the Ogilvie 
inquiry—an open and complete farce—was 
conducted in Dawson. Then Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tupper, from his place in Parlia- 
ment. formulated a long series of definite 
charges, asked for a commission of judges, 
declared that he would give his time to- 
wards substantiating them, and would re- 
tire from public life if he did not succeed. 
What did the Government do? Voted 
down the resolution for the commission, 
and refused the investigation. ? 
There is but one reason—they dared not 
have the iniquities of the Yukon impartial- 
ly investigated. They feared that the 
charges were substantially true, and they 
would no sooner allow a commission of 
judges than they would adjust the hang- 
man’s noose around their own political 
necks. 

They dared not allow inquiry into the 
alleged mysteries and the iniquities of the 
Juggling with liquor permits, whereby great 
sums of money were said to have been made 
by interested parties; into the alleged mys- 
teries and iniquities of timber and dredg- 
ing licenses to go-betweens and hangers-on, 
out of which fortunes have been made to

tude, intimidation, abuse of position, and 
interested speculation,which is common talk

Why should they refuse the commission ? 

hey are not averse to the system of in- 
vestigating commissions. They have ap- 
era scores of them and paid the mem- 
ers from the public treasury. 

The prima facie case was the strongest 
Possible, the harm done to the reputation 
of Canadian honour and probity to ad- 
ministration was incalculable and 
world wide. If it were roved

the United States? If that Sir Richard 
had conquered, what place for the sole 
of his foot on ground of British preference 
and unity of the Empire could have been 
found for the present Sir Richard, “the on- 
looker?” 

And this specific preference to English 
manufacturers! Tho first tariff brought 
down in 1897 gave no specific preference to

In view of the fact that the Premier had 
moved this resolution, and that Parliament 
unanimously passed it, the Canadian peo- 
ple rested in confidence that if war broke 
out Canada would stand beside Britain 
in preserving the integrity of the Empire. 
But time went on, and things became more 
and more serious. Great Britain was mak- 
ing preparations for the war which now 
sppeared inevitable,the Australasian colonies 
organized their contingents and drilled 
them,and 4l] this time the CanadianGovern- 
ment was doing nothing. The persecutions 
of the Boergy became so outrageous that in 
the month of August thousands of the 
British were forced to leave the Transvaal, 
the trains were crowded with refugees, and 
some who were too poor to travel by train 
or by waggon had to walk. The scenes 
Were heartrending. The Transvaal Goyern- 
ment became more and more insolent, 
Preparations for war on both sides went 
on apace, and Canadians in general be- 
gan to grow impatient, because our Goy- 
ernment was doing nothing, while al] the 
other colonies were preparing to help Brit- 
ain. Thousands of enthusiastic Canadian 
volunteers offered to go to South Africa, 
but the Government did nothing, 


At 5.15 p.m., on October 3, Mr. Cham- 
peciaia cabled the Canadian Government as 
ollows:

This cable was sent by Mr. Chamberlain 
not in reply to any offer by the Canadian 
Government, but in response to individual 
offera made by many Canadinns to volun- 
teer for service in South Africa.

“There is no doubt as to the attitude of 
the Government on all questions that mean 
menace to British interests, but in this 
present case our limitations are very clearly 
defined.

The Militia Department duly 
transmitted individual offers to the Iin- 
perial Government, and the reply from the 
War Office shows their attitude on the 
question, 

“A® to Canada’s furnishing a contingent, 
the Government has not discussed the ques- 
tion, for the regsons which I havo stated, 
reasons which, I think, must easily be un- 
derstood by every one who understands the 
constitutional Iaw on the question.” 

Against this view of the Premier there 
was immediately advanced the following ex- 
tract from the Militia Act, and the validity 
of this clause, as against the utterance of 
the Premier has been supported by some 
of the best constitutional lawyers in Can- 
ada: 

Clause 79 of the Militia Act reada: 

“Her Majesty may call the militia or any 
part thereof for active service ejther within 
or without Canada at any time when it ap- 
pears advisable so to do by reason of war, 
invasion or insurrection, or danger of any 
of them.” 

It will be noted that in this interview 
Sir Wilfrid said nothing about the commu- 
nication which the Government had received

Meanwhile some .of the Australian volun- 
teers had already started for Africa On 
the 10th of October before our Government 
began to make preparations for the sending 
of a contingent to Africa, the New South 
Wales Lancera marched through London 
to embark for the Cape. They had gene all 
the way from distant Australia to London, 
had been specially drilled there and were 
ready to start for the front os seon ns 
war broke out. As theee Australiana march- 
ed through the streeta of London there was 
an extraordinary manifestation of popular 
enthusiasm. 

Tens of thousands assembled to do hom- 
age to tho little handful of soldiers repre 
senting the Empire's loyalty. 

From the arrival of the squadron at Wa- 
terloo station to the entrnining at Fen- 
church street station, tumultuous scenes of 
wild enthusiasm marked the route travers 
ed. 

The bands were allowed to play nothing 
but “Soldiers of the Queen,” “Rule Brit- 
annia,” and “God Save the Queen,” in 
which the dense crowd joincd. 

It is doubtful if such a frenzied welcome 
was ever before witnessed in London. 

There was an incessant roar of cheers and 
song, until the Mansion House, the official 
residence of the Lord Mayoy of London, was 
reached, Here traffic was completely block- 
ed by the surging throngs; and it was only 
with the greatest difficulty that the Lord 
Mayor, Sir John Voce Moore, in the full 
robes of office, restrained the singing and 
vociferous cheering, while he addressed the 
colonial troops, wishing them God-speed, 
and expressing the interest of the country 
in their heroic determination to assist in 
asserting Imperial authority in South Af- 
rica. 

Sir John Moore said: “I hope there will 
not be war; but the necessities of the mo- 
ment require a demonstration of authori- 
ty.” 

An inspiring scene followed, closed with 
the singing of the National Authem, the 
Lord Mayor leading. 

A similar demonstration took place at 
Fenchurch Street Station. The windows 
in the neighbourhood were crowded with 
sightseers, who showered miniature Union 
Jacks and squares of bunting bearing por- 
traits of the Queen, upon the passing

But this mean attitude did not represent 
the fecling of the Canadian people, and 
popular disapproval was so loudly mani- 
fested that the Government became panic- 
stricken. They saw that if they persisted 
in their course they would be swépt out of 
power by the electors at the first opportun- 
ity, and finally they griidgingly cabled to 
London an offer to send another contingent 
if it should be required. Yet they did not 
get this second contingent organized and 
drilled beforehand, as they had plenty of 
time to do. When the call came from Brit- 
ain for a second contingent, all the work of 
organizing had to be done. However, so 
many thousands of Canadians were anxious 
to fight to maintain the integrity of the 
Empire that it did not take long to select 
one of the finest bodies of soldiers that any 
country ever produced,

Liberty to persecute what is dear to us, 
equality only at the price of opr submis- 
sion, fraternity among those who would 
attempt to chase from our hearts the re- 
spect and love for the things of the past, 
If we want a striking example of how 
European nations treat their dependen- 
cies, take for instance, Alsace and 
raine. All of the public officials are ap- 
pointed by Imperial authority, the peo 
ple being in no way consulted, the Ger- 
man tongue being alone official, while 
French is not even permitted on ‘the sign 
boards.

A NOON-DAY BLAZE. 


Large Tenement House Burned —Three 
Families Rendered Homeless, and 
Lose Heavily. 


At a few minuteS after 12 o'clock 
to-day fire broke out in a large rough- 
cast tenement house on Canifton Road 
just north of the G. T. R. crossing. 
Owing to the high wind prevailing 
and the fact that the firemen had a 
long run, the premises were enveloped 
in flames when the brigade arrived, 
and before the fire was extinguished 
the building was partialky destroyed. 

Three families occupied the prem- 
ises, namely, Messrs. Jas. Robinson, 
Benjamin-Case and Wm. Wickett. 
The loss to these parties will be keen- 
ly felt as none carried any insurance, 
and saved but a small portion of their 
effects and those in a damaged con- 
dition. 

The building was owned by Mrs, 
Peter Milne, who had an insurance of 
$600. The loss will probably be dou- 
ble the amount of insurance. 

The fire originated in the rear of 
the centre portion of the building in 
the part occupied by the Case family. 
It is not known just how it originat- 
ed, but it broke out around the chim- 
ney. 

Buildings adjoining bad a narrow 
escape from destruction, being badly 
wcorched, but the firemen confined ihe 
flames to the premises destroyed.

THE MINISTER OF MILITIA’S 
PARTIZANSHIP. 


‘ —_—_—— 

“Dr. Borden’s Intest achievement 
is the cancellation of the recom- 
mendations of a batch of Kingston 
R. M. C. Cadets who desired to enter 
the Imperial army. He probably 
wants to repeat the White-Vince 
business, and make sure that noth- 
ing is going to a Conservative that 
a Liberal wants. That is the sizo 
of Dr. Borden, by his own measure- 
ment.”—Montreal Gazette. 


The management of the Militia De- 
partment just now is leading peo- 
ple to ask themselves the question: 
Which of the two is showing the 
greatest amount of “big-headedness,” 
Dr. Borden the Minister of Militia, 
or Lient.-Col. Sam Hughes? Most 
people in Canada, who take any in- 
terest in military matters, were in- 
clined to sympathize with the gallant 
Lieut.-Col., until they read the cor- 
respondence betWeen the Major-Gen- 
eral and the redoubtable Sam, then 
the latter became an object of ri- 
dicule to every sensible man. 

Just such a fate awaits Dr. Bor- 
den, M. P., Minister of Militia for; 
Canada, in his encounter with Major 
General Hutton and his wonderful 
exploits in dealing with Lieut—Cols. 
White and Vance, whom he struck off 
the roll of officers who had been 
been selected to undergo a course of 
military instruction at the Military 
College in Kingston, ostensibly for 
reasons which do not exist, except 
that these two officers are Conser- 
vatives, and therefore no good could 
be seen in them, : : 

Not content with having a tilt 
with the Major-General, it now tran- 
Spires that he has run amuck against 
Col. Kitson, the Commandant at the 
Royal Military College, Kingston, for 
having dared to write a letter to 
Lord Lansdowne without the know- 
ledge and consent, it is alleged, of 
the great mogul, who rules supreme 
in the Department of War in Canada 
in the person of Dr. Borden, M.P. 
for Kings, Nova Scotia, 

The charge is that Col. Kitson had 
written to the War Office in Eng- 
land recommending some fourteen 
young Cadets for commissions in the 
British army without the knowledgo 
of the Minister of Militia, who in a 
pet put his pen through the namea 
of them all as a mark of disapproval 
of Col. Kitson’s action; his, the Mini- 
ster’s dignity having been touched 
and his vanity wounded. 

The whole difficulty, as explained 
by the Kingston Whig, which ex- 
planation, by the by, appears also in 
the Globe, is in a nut-shell, The 
Whig says:— j 


“The names of fourteen Cadets 
of the Royal Military College for 
Imperial commissions were not sent 
direct to the War Office, as Ottawa 
correspondents of the Toronto Tele- 
kram and other papers stated.

Im his Opening prayer the Rey, 
gentleman asked a blessing on the 
members of the church now in South 
Africa, fighting for principles which 
are dear to all, St. Paul, he said, 
wis ©& man, perhaps pecullar; cer- 
tainly he was not on the average 
scale, He was 4 man on whom! God 
had placed « special mission, and over 
whom was thrown a protection not 
given to other men, But. the preac- 
her said he did not believe that all 
St. Paul’s power for good was given 
to him as a special blessing to God; 
many of his spiritual successes were 
due to his owm exertions, so far, of 
course, a8 was possible for humam 
endeavor to go. Even before he was 
converted he was a man of strong 
mind; he said he was a Pharisee of 
the Pharisees; when he persecuted 
the Christians he bent every nerve 
to the task, Ile was a man of cone 
iden—he wanted to be best in every- 
thing. He was not content to be 
one of the led, he wanted to be 4, 
leader, and even if God had not’ laid 
his hand on him he would have been 
a leader of men. God saw his worth 
and selected him as the Apostle to 
the Gentiles, and when he became oa 
Christian his religion was the fore- 
most idea in his life; he did not hide 
it uway among the members of his 
family, he was willing to acknow- 
ledge it anywhere, even in the courts 
of kings. When he felt that Christ 
loved him he gave up everything else, 
he lived for Christ, and only as ho 
lived in Christ did he count life worth 
living.

Col, Ponton has received from Cape- 
town a copy of the Pomeranian 
Sponge, a bright little contemporary 
whove butterfly existence lasted for 
only four issues. This is the paper 
issued by the men of the Second Bat- 
talion, Canadian Mounted Rifles, on 
their voyage to the Cape. How highly 
it was prized may be judged from the 
fact that single copies sold as high 
as $5. There is considerable local 
news, intelligible only to those who 
are “in the know,” to use a very slang 
phrase, and much advice to the men, 
principally of a facetious character. 
There is only one item of war news, 
received by wireless telegraphy, an 
official despatch, announcing that 
Lord Roberts had suspended opera- 
tions until the arrival of Colonel 
Hirchmer's Rough Riders. “The only 
‘thinlg I fear,” Lord Roberts is made ta 
say, “is that the Boer forces may hear 
of their coming, and throw up the 
sponge before the Canadians can get 
a crack at them.’ The Sponge clear- 
ed $100 (« good profit)during its brief 
existence, and this was added to the 
regimental funds. It claimed to have 
the largest circulation of any paper 
published “in this part of the world,” 
which was quite likely true.

Col. Ponton has received the follow- 
ing letter: 

On_the way to Bloemfontein, O. 

EF. S. (posted March 13, 1900.) 

Dear Colonel Ponton,—Your very 
welcome letter received at Osfontein 
two days ago, and after a 15 hours’ 
march yesterday, 
hours rest. We have not yet found 
out the unpronouncable name of this 
place, but it is a perfect picture— 
kopjes front of us and rear of vs, 
the Riet River to our left and 
rich plain to our right. 

Our march yesterday was very ex- 
hausting, and the sun is now, as I 
write, playing with all its South 
African fury. 

On Tuesday morning at 8 a. m., we 
moved from the Paardeberg Valley 
after being unmercifully flooded out 
the night before. It was a terror! 
We turned in at 7.30 and at 8.15 p.m. 
the thunder rolled, the lightning 
flashed, and even the tired Brigade 
became uneasy. About ten minutes 
Inter the clouds sent forth their 
watery blessings in torrents. The 
like we have never seen before, and 
in ten minutes we were lying in five 
inches of water. The trenches we 
made before “retiring to rest” (as 
we would say in Canada) were filled 
and flowed on to us utterly drench- 
ing us. We-had to walk round the 


remainder of the night, and at 5.30

_Large Write of Stirring 
Experiences. . 


Founda Canadian Family io the Free 
State Capital—Hard Marching and 
Harder Fare—Dreamizg of Beile- 
ville Bake Shops, 


The following extracts are from a 
letter written by Corp. Hulme, “D” 
Co, R.C.R, dated Bloemfontein, 
March 20, 1900: 

Here we are at last 
tein after finishing a forced march 
of 150 miles from Belmont—hard, 
hard work, and how tired I have been, 
so much so that at times I did ‘not 
care what happened to me, but we 
have stuck to it, ani I have never 
yet giver wp. When we arrived we 
all fell down tired out. IT am so glad 
I was able to hang out till the last. 
I wrote you on the 28th of February 
after the battle of Paardeberg, and 
I wrote Col. Ponton on the 3rd, We 
have suffered many hardships, nrarch- 
ing all day and sleeping in two inches 
of mud, but so fur it does not seem 
to have hurt me, bul I fear that in 
years lo come some of us may suffer. 
T have never contracted any cold nor 
been troubled with my old cough and 
[-feel splendid, and I am indeed proud 
of our Canadian Regiment which has 
won such praise from all sources. 
We yowed to stand by our country 
and Queen and we have done it. Lord 
Roberts, Gen. Smith-Dorien and Col. 
Otter are more than pleased, the 
former spoke so nicely to us on our 
arrival here yesterday. ‘The Gor- 
dons say we are the finest lot of men 
they have seen on service, and our 
marching long distances surprised 
them, and they say we are devils to 
fight. On the 7th of March we ad- 
vanced forward to Bloemfontein, and 
were present at the battle of Stags- 
kraal, where the Boers got a ter- 
rible, licking, and our Brigade cap- 
tured one of their largest guns. We 
were in the centre of the attack in 
extended order advancing upon a 
large kopje and our naval 15-poun- 
ders were firing over our hefds at 
the retreating Boer transports, 
when all of a sudden and without 
any warning, bang went the huge 
gun from the Boer trenches, which 
fairly shook the earth under us. We 
all thought our time had come, but 
they were firing at our nayal guns 
in the rear, They proved too small 
to reach the Boer entrenchments, so 
they had to retire out of range which 
was over six miles. We were order- 
ed to advance and take the position. 
Lord Roberts ordered that the’ Kopje 
with the heavy gun must be taken at 
all cost, and it was done at the point 
of the bayonet, our Brigade not los- 
ing « man, the Highlanders, how- 
ever, suffered heavily, five gunners 
of one battery being killed by one 
shell. Our Brigade crept up to with- 
in 200 yards, the Canadians in the 
centre facing the big gun on th¢ 
kopje, but when we charged the Boera 
had fled leaving forty killed, but tak+ 
ing away the breech-block of the bigs 
gun, I tell you the beggars don’t 
like the looks of the cold steel. Wa 
were again complimented by the Gen- 
eral, as this opened the way for the 
advance, That night we had no 
blankets or coats to sleep in, and 80 
tired and hungry, not having. a thing 
to eat 4 that morning, and we 
got nothing till breakfast next day, 
und yet not a fight, Next day we 
pushed on 20 miles, Hlave been on 
half rations for some time—threo 
biscuits, ind «a small piece of 
ne us for 36 hours. How 
ll be to get home and see 
of roast beef and York- 
pudding and would even leave

Bloemfontein, O.F.S., March 16. 

Dear Mother,—I received your ever- 
welcome letter last week, but we have 
been marching ever since, so I could 
not answer till now Well, we are 
at Bloemfontein at last. It capitu- 
lated without a struggle. We tasted 
bread, (or at least some of us did) for 
the finst time in about five weeks. I 
punished o loaf at one meal—I te}l 
you it tasted good. My chocolate has 
been sent to Colonel Ponton, with 
some others, and he will distribute it. 
Well, the rumor is flying around cantp 
that we are going to mobilize at Cape- 
town on the 30th of this month. I 
don't know how true it is. Things 
are awful dear in this town.; &0c. 
for a pint of golden syrup. Well, I 
will be glad when I can sleep nights 
again without dreaming of the con- 
fectionery shops ifi Belleville or Wat- 
son’s bakery. Oh, well, we'll soon bea 
able to forget the unpleasant things 
and think’ only of the good ones. 
Some of the boys struck a Canadian 
family in town yesterday. I tell 
you, the Canucks are the people, you 
find them everywhere. I am in the 
best of health, only I have got sore 
feet. ~ T marched with the rest; they 
had sore feet, tou; some of them with- 
out soles on their boots.

One might 
Suppose they might be equally keen 
in detecting and leaving alone the men 
of mercy, who leisurely walk about 
with no weapon, never dodgitig or hid- 
ing behind stones, bul just quietly 
picking up wounded soldiers. Peltier, 
when night comes on, lives through 
the battle again in his sleep, and 
thrills the whole hospital ward with 
shouts—"Now Canada, on Canadians !” 

I listen in speechless admiration 
(saye the mark!) to the proposed 
treatment of the Boers as suggested 
by such people as Sfead Olive Schriener 
and othens. It is as if the rats wf a 
house had decided to expel and ex- 
terminate the human inhabitants, 
which latter ogree to throw away 
their rat traps and drown their cats 
and try to prevail by the broad met- 
liods of love. é 

We were speaking about the Modder 
River, which the Boers poisoned by 
rolling in the dead bodies of horses, 
and, shocking to say, of men too,, 
above our camp, and then some one 
spoke aboul the great size of the St. 
Lawrence, and how almost impossible 
it would be to poison it, when a gen- 
tleman from London towa silting on 
the hospital steps struck in with the 
remark, ‘That is not a river.” “Why 
not?” said I. “I call the Thames a 
river” snid he, “but not that thing.” 
“Nonsense,” said T, “what is it thén ?” 
“Why,” said he, “I would call that a 
blooming hoceun.” 

Last week [ was at Simonstown. I 
find that the reason why so many 
of the Boers are being sent to St. Hel- 
eni—that blessed Isle—is because the 
Transvaalers and Free Staters (6,000 
of them altogether) quarreled and 
fought and fight, so that all the sen- 
tries we could put on were not enough 
to stop the trouble. It was of daily 
recurrence. Commandant Schiel has 
extra sentries all to himself—not to 
prevent him escaping, but to save him 
from the attack of his own people, 
who show a desire to fall upon him. 

And over all this tragedy and 
comedy of incident, towers ‘up the al- 
legorical mountain, mists hanging in 
shifting scarfs of light and shade 
about the top. Imagination pictures 
a silent ruined Dutch fort with guns 
half buried in sand far down at the 
bottom. The nation in her strength 
going her long road and our boys up 
there at the front in the treat strug- 
gle (some of them, Canadians and 
Royal Munsters, writing me, “We still

PRIVATE TILLEY WRITES. 
Bloemfontein, Mar. 16, 1900. 
My Dear take the 
pleasure of these few 
quile well 
as it leaves me at present. I receiv- 
ed your the 9th of 
March, and we have had no chance to 
Write before, but I am taking the op- 
portunity of doing so now. I re- 
ceived a letter from Joe and Bella, 
and George Stuart and yours al- 
together and was glad to get them 
as it is very lonely. I have come 
through three engagements with 
the enemy—they pretty hot 
ones, but we didn’t mind it—we never 
flinched an inch. We started 
fight on Sunday morning, February 
18—we marched 20 miles en Saturday 
night and arrived at Paardeberg on 
Sunday. and we forded the river, and 
an hour after arriving there we were 
in the firing line. We fought all day 
until dark and then we took our 
wounded in off the field of which we 
had quite a number. We rested on 
Monday until 4 o'clock and then we 
went out on outpost duty. Tuesday 
Saw us in the firing line again—we 
Stayed there until 11 o'clock, when 
Wwe retired to the reserves to fet 
some breakfast. We stayed there 
all day, When we went to camp 
the enemy retreated four miles up 
the river. We did not fight any more 
that week. On the Monday following 
We occupied the trenches and kept up 
a heavy fire all day until evening. 
At 2 o'clock next morning we crerit 
up to within fifty feet of the enemy's 
trenches when they opened a deadly 
fire on us. We fought them though, 
for awhile, and as we had only 6 com- 
yanies—all Canadians in the attack 
we retired to our trenches and kept 
wp a heavy fire on them until day- 
light, when they surrendered to us. 
We are now in Bloemfontein. Tam 
putting in a few Cape of Good Hope 
stamps for Geo, Stuart. I am quite 
well and we are going to stay here 
for awhile and hope it won't be long 
until we ore sailing for home. I 
hope you and Peter are well and also 
mother. Don't forget to remember 
me to ull and everyone, 1 enclose a 
few flowers for you—they are a few 
Wild flowers Zi picked off the battle- 
field at Paardeberg. I will now con- 

clude my letter with love to all.

} wr and industry in Canada, some of 
ch*’are very close now to a public de- 
tision, and 5 lic action in this country; 
and he would have risen from his seat 
Without having had one single proposition. 
before him by my hon. friend for 
@ solution of the great and vexed ques- 
tions which are pressing for solution upon 
her public men. As I said before, it would 
rather seem to be a simple collation of sta-

INFORMATION LACKING, 


My hon. friend was so hurried, along thia 
ittiogd line, that he had not the time 
16 give the House some very necessary in- 
formation which I think he should have 
given. Vor instance, he quoted immigra- 
tion returns, beginning his statistics, so 
far as immigration from the United States 
is concerned, with the year 1897, and pre- 
fneing hia figures with the remark, that 
there did not acem to be any statistics with 
reference to them up to that period: and 
then after quoting them all, as a strong 
argument in favour of the propositions 
Which he was sustaining, it was found that 
he had wot gone to the trouble of ascertain- 
ing on what these statistics were based~ 
whether they were simply the numbers re- 
turned by the immigration agents, whether 
they were the numbers taken down by the 
customs officors as the people came across

the revenue, which the hon. gentlemar 
says is this year going up to the 50 million 
mark, Why ? Probably because he did not 
wish to tell the House, and more particu- 
larly the country, that in bringing it up to 
the 50 million mark he would have to take 
about four million dollars more in taxation 
out of this country, which he must drag 
from the pockets of the people. 


THE IMMENSE EXPENDITURE. 


Now, Sir, I will take up seriatim some of 
the principal points touched upon by my 
hon, friend; and first, with reference to the 
expenditures of the country, The hon. 
gentleman was totally oblivious of his near 
neighbour, the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce (Sir Richard Cartwright), who sat 
very close behind him, though immediate 
roximity seemed during those particular 
ours to have been shunned. He took no 
notice at all of the way in which he must 
have been harrowing the feelings of my 
hon. friend the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, whilst be was rolling forth from 
his tongue the immense expenditure of the 
last year and of the present and current 
i by the gentlemen who, in 1893 and 
896, made it the particular plank in their 
platform that the expenditures of the coun- 
try were outrageously high, and that the 
Liberal-Conservative Government should be 
put out of power because they would not 
reduce them. But, Sir, in contrast, I wish 
to bring the attention of this House and of 
hon. gentlemen opposite to the position they 
took before 1896, and to the strange com- 
mentary upon what they call their prin- 
ciples and their policy in the years preced- 
ing, 1896, made by their acts since 1896. 
In 1893, these gentlemen commenced, in 
their convention, with declaring:

Mr. Foster—The total expenditure for 
189€ is $41,702,385, and to assist my hon 
friend (Sir Richard Cartwright), I will tell 
him what the Finance Minister (Mr. Field 
ing) has had to tell me in this House for 
three several times, but only upon my jo 
ring hia memory, namely, that in a book 
Seeninks way he charged up to the Govern- 
ment expenditure in 1896 $2,394,000 for the 
North Shore Quebee Railway subsidy, which 
was a liability incurred in 1882, and not in 
1896, And though he included it in rail 
way subsidies actually paid in 1896, I 
challenge the Finance Minister to rise in 
his place now, and tell this House that ho 
has paid off that liability. He charged the 
total sum in the railway subsidies of 1896 
to the late Government, and to this day 
he is simply paying the interest, | was 
the condition of the grant made in 1882. 
That is why I wish to assist my hon 
friend (Sir Richard Cartwright), lest he fall 
into a trap. 

Now, Sir, when you come to the summa- 
tion of that matter let it for eyer silence 
gentlemen who state that the Liberal-Con- 
scryative Government for the last ten or 
fifteen years of its existence was an extrava- 
gant Government as  mensured by great in- 
creases in public expenditure. What is 
that summation? It is that the Liberal- 
Conservative Government spent in totality 
$388,237 por year leas from 1892 to 1896, 
than from 1887 to 1891, and that the 
ent Government has exceeded the Liberal-

And, as estimated by the Finance Minister 
for this current year of 1900, they will over- 
expend the average expenditure of the Inte 
Government from 1892 to 1896, by the sum 
of $10,908,255. 

Now, Sir, I invite any gentleman on the 
other side of the House to take the public 
accounts which he can have put in his hand 
and to deny one single statement that I 
have made with reference to a comparison 
of this expenditure as between the two 
Governments. 

Tet us now take the total expenditure 
per head of the population. I am not going 
into any fanciful enumeration of the popu- 
lation Of this country, bécause I am not 
able to do so any more than is the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce, although in his 
speech in Massey Hall he undertook himself 
to make up the population of this country 
and draw his deductions from the figures 
he made, and he got himself into an absurd 
tangle in his attempt to do it. I am tak- 
ing what the public records give us as to 
the population of this country, as we have 
to do between the years when the census 
is taken, Well, Sir, how does it stand?

TAKING MONEY FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Now, these hon. gentlemen came in, and 
what have they done since they came in ? 
What have they done with the expenditure 
of this country? The hon. Minister of 
Finance (Mr. Vielding), said, in a light and 
air} way: We had Jast year more money, 
we had a revenue $6,186,000 greater than | 
we had the year before. (Great applause 
from the back benches!) Let me translate 
that into plain English,such aa the hon. Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce would have 
used in 1896, What does it mean? That 
you are taking out of the pockets of the 
people, the wage-earners, the Jabouring | 
classes, the farmers of this country, $1.16 
per head more than the previous year for 
every man, woman and child in Canada. 
He made the statement that they had 
taken five millions and odd more in cua- 
toms and excise than they took last year. 
Again applause from the back benches. 
Translate it, and what does it mean ? That

And yet these hon. gentlemen claim that 
Having 
driven out a Government which was so ex- 
travagant, these gentlemen have marked, 
and marked in a significant manner their 
appreciation of economy by spending $10,- 
659,000 more in the last year than was spent 
in 1803. Well, Sir, that is not the best of 
it or the worst of it; for the estimates 
given by the Finance Minister for the cur- 
rent year are as follows: That the expendi- 
ture on consolidated fund will be $43,175,- 
000, and on capital, $9,875,000, a total expen- 
diture of $53,050,000, ns compared with a 
total expenditure in 1896 of $41,702,883. In 
the current year, the revenue is to go up to 
$51,000,000, an excess of $4,400,000 over last 
year, and the expenditure is to increase 
over that of the present year by $1,500,000, 
THE INCREASE OF THE DEBT. 

Now, Sir, having made this comparison, 
I wish to come back to the statement which 
was made by the Minister of Finance. He 


| desired to show, as regards the increase of 


the debt, that the present Government was 
in a much better position than the late 
Government; and how did he attempt to 
show that? Why, Sir, he took the years 
from 1878 to 1896, and snid that in those 
cighteen yeara the debt was increased by 
$118,000,000, an average of $6,563,000 per 
year, whereas from 1896 to 1899, three yeara, 
there was on increase in the debt of $7,700,- 
000, or an average increase of $2,503,000 per 
year; and then he imagined that he had 
antisfied this House, and this country, that 
he had proved tho matter up to the hilt. 
Was there ever a more unfair statement 
niande? Whoa there ever a more flagrant 
outrage committed upon all reasonable rules 
of comparisch? The hon, gentleman takes 


| the period from 1878 to 1896, and he com- 


pares the increase of capital expenditure in 
those years with the increase in the three 
yeors just past, when Canada had almost 
| completed her house and installed her main 
furnishings, and now had but to provide the 
lesser requitements in the various depart:

There is no stimulus to econ- 
omy when a large surplus remains in 
the hands of the government. A large 
surplus invites to extravagance, and 
has invited to extravagance in this 
country. The Government and: Parlia- 
ment of this country should inaugurate 
a system of economy. 


That is a statement made in 1893 by o 
Rentleman who is to-day a colleague of the 
finister of Finance, and when the Minister 
of Finance comes down and boasts of one 
surplus of $4,700,000 and a coming one of 
$7,500,000 I refer him to his colleagues. 


SURPLUSES AND DEFICITS. 


The hon. gentleman wanted to show that 
the era of deficits had passed, and that an 
era of surpluses had succeeded. Well. 
what years do you suppose he chose in or- 
der to make a fair comparison between the 
two administrations in the matter of sur- 
pluses and deficits, and how do you sup- 
ose he treated the question, even after se- 
IKeting his ground? He took the years of 
Conservative administration of 1893, 1894 
and 1895, and he said that in those three 
years there was a deficit of $5,694,759. He 
then took the three succeeding years of the 
present Government, and he added up the 
surpluses and deducted the small deficit, 
and made a net surplus of $4,800,000 and 
then adding this surplus to the former de- 
ficit. he exclaimed: Behold a betterment 
of $11,000,000 Does my hon. friend think 
it fair to select a period of depression, such 
as existed in this country from 1893 to 
1895, and to compare that with a period 
of the greatest expansion, as_he himeelf 
says, ever known in Canada? Why did my 
hon, friend not go back to 1891? He would 
have found that in 1891 we had a surplus 
and also in 1892, and he would have found 
out some other things. He would have 
found that in 1891, when we had a buoyant 
revenue and asurplus of $155,971, with an- 
other surplus in sight for the next year, 
I, as Finance Minister of the Government 
of that day, carne sows to this House and 
wiped out entirely the duties on raw sugar, 
wiieh were very high. If he had looked at 
the calculations he would have found the 
following result, and I give him this table

ASTONISHING FIGURES. 


Now, lest I overwhelm the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce (Sir Richatd Cart- 
Wright )with these astonishing figures res- 
pecting his own department, I will gay, 


| that, at long Jast, he has plucked up cour- 


age to pay the silver-lead smelting bounties 
in British Columbia, for which Tegislation 
was prepared and passed by the Conserva- 
tive Government before they went out of 
office, and that a large part of the expendi- 
ture in his department is due to the paying 
of these Jong-deferred bounties. In the 
whole of the pages of comparison in the pub- 
lic accounts of this year, there are only four 
or five departments or sub-departments ot 
government in which there has not been on 
increase, 

Now let me say something with reference 
to the taxation of this éountry. Tho opin- 
ion has prevailed, made to prevail, by these 
hon. gentlemen very Jargely, that the taxa- 
tion taken from the country by the Liberal- 
Conservatives was exceedingly high. ‘his 
Was urged as a strong reason for the defeat 
of the late Government. The pledges of 
those who are now in power led the whole 
country to believe that the load of taxa- 
tion would be relieved if they were return- 
ed to power. It will be interesting to read 
these figures, taken from the hon. gentle 
man’s own returns. In 1889-90, we had the 
period of highest taxation in this country, 
and I begin with that year.

We see, therefore, by these figures, that 
1894-5, when the taxation was $25,446,198, 
and the total revenue $33,978,129, was the 

eriod of lowest taxation, and we know that 
rom 1890 to 1894, including these years, 
three successive reductions had been made 
in the tariff of the country. Now, sir, what 
follows? That, whereas in 1889-90, $31,500,- 
000 were taken from the country in taxa- 
tion, in 1894-5 that had been reduced to 
$25,500,000, or in round numbers, $6,000,000, 
largely by the tariff revises which had tak- 
en place under the Conservative Goyern- 
ment. These figures, I think, are a striking 
commentary upon two things: First, the al- 
leged extravagance and the high taxation 
under the Liberal-Conservative Government, 
and the beautiful way, the unique way, in 
which these economists have carried out 
their pledges and reduced the taxation by 
paar easing it to $7,190,000 from 1896 to 
9. 

Well, sir, there is another way of making 
comparisons, which is the taxation per head, 
aud that will be shown by the following 
table:

That is to eay, the reduction per head from 
1890 to 1895, under a Conservative adminis- 
tration, was $1.49 in customs, and $1.58 in 
customs and excise both. From 1896 to 1899, 
the increase in customs alone is 90 cents per 
head, and in customs and excise together, 
$1.16. And this past year is but a promise 
of what the present current year and the 
succeeding year are to be in the way ot 
still greater increases. 


COMPARISON OF TARIFF RATES. 


Now, sir, I want to say a word on the 
tariff rates so os to make a comparison 
which will bring out as clearly as we pos- 
sibly can what is the difference between 
these hon, gentlemen under what they. call 
their low revenue tariff, or moderate tariff, 
and the Diberal-Conservative Government 
under what the hon, gentlemen opposite de- 
nominate as the extravagantly high nationgl 
policy duties. Now, I am not going to make 
theee calculations myself. There is one 
thing that a member of an Opposition can 
sometimes get out of the Government, that 
is, information, and when these hon. gen- 
tlemen do get their blue-books down—which 
the Minister of Trade and Commerce has 
not done-yet, and the lack of which I felt 
in my preparation for my reply to the hon. 
gentleman who spoke on Friday—I say that 
when we do get the figures mado up by 
themselves, I propose to take them as long 
as I think they fairly conserve the facts, 
and are based upon imnartial lines. So, I 
take from the trade and navigation figures, 
the duties on dutiable and free imports in- 
to thia country for home consumption and 
present it as follows, The highest year of 
tariff rate was in 18990, when it waa 21,65 per 
cent. The House will sce that from 1889 to 
1895 the percentage rate of taxation fell 
from 21.65 to 16,90 under the successive re- 
ductions of the tariff which were made by’ 
the Liberal-Conservatives. In 1896, the rato 
goes up, because, as I sald, a part of the 
sugar duties were put back, and the rate 
in that year waa 18,28, ; 

Now, whot ia the state of things which 
they disclose? If we compare 1889 with 
1805, there was a reduction of 4,66 per cent. 
in the rate of taxation under the LAberal- 
Conservatives, If you take the imports of 
1805, which were $105,252,000, you will find 
that 4,60 per cent. of it ia $4,000,000, that is 
to say, the reduction in the rate of taxation 
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from 1880 to 1805 was 4.06 per cent; and the |

But there is a peculiar circumstance that 
I would like to call to the attention of the 
hon Minister of Customs, who deals honest- 
ly 2a figures and wishes to do what is 
right. 


CORN NOT FOR HOME CONSUMPTION. 


I will ask him if, in 1898, 23,000,000 bushels 
of Indian corn had been imported into the 
country, how would it have been entered 
in the de and Navigation returns of that 
year? He knows that that 23,000,000 bush- 
els would not have been taken for consump- 
tion in this country, and that a very small 
Proportion, comparatively, is taken, even 
now for home consumption, of the corn 
that comes in from the United States. it 
passes through the country intransit, and is 
exported from this country as foreign pro- 
duce. I ask the hon. Minister of Customs,. 
if, under these conditions, in 1896, there 
had been 23,000,000 bushels of American corn 
brought into this country, in what column 
would it have been entered—for home con- 
sumption or under general imports? The 
hon. gentleman knows that not a bushel of 
it would have been entered for home con- 
sumption except that small quantity which 
was actually intended for home consump- 
tion, and that the rest of it would not have 
gone into the home consumption totals for 
the calculation of the revenue rates, and it 
would have gone out as foreign product ex- 

rted. Now, the thing is changed, Corn 
18 free, and I ask the hon. Minister of Cus- 
toms to take his Trade and Navigation Re- 
turns, to turn up the book and find how 
much corn, from the United States, was en- 
tered in the column of total imports, and 
not included in the home consumption col- 
umn upon which the scale and rate of duty 
is to be calculated. How much will ke find? 
I yénture to tell him that he will not find 
a bushel, but he will find that 23,342,847 
bushels of American corn were brought into 
this country, placed in the columns of his 
returns; ‘entered for home consumption,’ 
that the value of that was $3,966,925, and if 
he will to the column of exports he 
will find that of that $23,000,000 bushels, 
16,009,847 bushels, valued at $6,362,683, 
have been . exported from this coun- 
try, as forei product, to the old coun- 
try. If the hon. gentleman wishes to deal 
henestly with figures he will instruct the 
clerks of his departments to take that $6,- 
362,683 worth of corn, entered here for home 
consumption, but which did not go into 
home consumption, and which was nevor 
meant to go into home consumption, but in- 
to tho exports of foreign products, from the 
$154,000,000 which ,he has taken as the 
home consumption tétale upon which to cal- 
culate his averages.§ Will the hon. gentle- 
man do that? Does he consider that this 
is et honestly with the country? I 
givo my hon, friend greater credit for saga- 
city and knowledge than not to Inow the 
currents of trade upon such important ar- 
ticles as Indian corn, in the department of 
which he is the head, and where he ia con- 
atantly in touch with the details of the 
business. Why is it they have gained tho 
advantage of a lower rate per cent. this 
year which the addition of this $6,000,000 
odd, where it should never have been 
added, haa given them? Because, either the 
hon. gentlemen's clerks did not choose to 
do the right thing, or, because when the 
hon, gentleman was calculating the rates 
he did not give what was fair and honest 
information in reference to them. If ho 
will deduct that $6,962,683 from the 8154, 
000,000 and divide the remainder into the 
duty collected, he will find that, instead of 
16.70 per cent. as I havo hurriedly made the 
caloulation, his rate for 1890 will be 17.36 
per cent,, ag compared with 16.99 per cent. 
in 1895, and with 18.28 per cent. in 1808, 
and he will find that his gain of reduction 
of duty in 1899 over 1896 is only 02-100 of 
one per cent, I may be mistaken in this 
point; I am anxious that I may be sot right 
if I am mistaken, but, if I am right in my 
calculations I think it ia the duty of the 
hon. Minister of Customs, the hon. 
Minister of Finance, and of the hon, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, to set 
thin matter right at once, for, Sir, if you 
cannot take our blue-books, solemnly given 
to the people as a record of facts, on in 
every respect true to fact, and make your 
calculations upon the basis of the circum:

simply caricatured the state of trade 
from 1868 to 1879, because if 
you look over the course of trade, you will 
find that in 1873 it had gone up to $217,000,- 
000 from $131,000,000 in 1868, and then in 
1873, for some reason it commenced to de- 
chse until it went down to $153,000,000 ab 
the end of the administration of the Mac- 
kenzie Government in which my hon. friend

ister, as compared with $217,000,000 in 1873. 
Well, take the other period, from 1879 to 
1896, In 1879 the trade was $153,000,000, 
and in 1896 it was $239,000,000. Any ono 
looking over the trade reports knows that in 
that long period of eighteen years _ there 
were periods of greater and less trade, be- 
cause cycles of greater or less prosperity suc- 
ceeded cach other—twice, three time somo- 
times four times, in that length of time. 
My hon. friend knows also that the cir 
cumstances of this country radically changa 
from period to period, and so his compas: 
son was entirely worthless, excopt that he 
wished to exaggerate the immenso and 
splendid increase the last three yeara had 
registered in the trade of this country, tak- 
ing these unfavourable points of comparifon 
as he did, in 1878 and 1896, Well, Sir, let 
us look at this question of trade. Nobody 
doubts at all that the trade of Canada has 
advanced splendidly in the Inst three years.

NO PANIC IN CANADA, 


Nobody who has read the financial and 
trade history of this country doubts for a 
single moment that the conserving power 
of the national policy from 1891 to 18% 
did great things for Canada, preserving her 
in a position enjoyed by very few other 
countrica in the world, Let me five an out- 
side authority for that —an authority who 
hos been quoted in this House before, o 
famous statistician and publicist, the Hon. 
Mr. Wells, who in the Forum of 1804 wrote 
as follows: 

In the Dominion of Canada, separated 
from us on the north by an imaginary 
line, there has been no panic, no whusua 
demand for money, no stoppage of in- 
dyatvies, no restriction of trade, no in- 
ereaned rate of interest; in short, sothing 
beyond the ordinary course of events, 
except so for as thease events may have 
been influenced by contiguity to what 
may be termed a financial cyclone whose 
pathway of destruction was contigus 
ous to, but not within Canadian terr 
tory, 

That is a statement of great force and aml 
worth, coming from the eminent man ° 
penned it, Well, Sir, that period of 18015 
was one of well-sustained activity in the 
Dominion of Canada, There was a disturb 
ance of trade; there was a falling off ‘tight 
vorta; there was in one or two years & 8 
falling off in exports, But, Sir, by 1804 the 
tide had turned, and we were on the uphill 
course, a8 was shown by such signs of pros 
perity which the hon, gentleman mention

will never see his way back to Cape- 
town, and never reach Pretorin: aku 
his present command,’ says Mr. Lor- 
etes Wossels, of Bloemfontein, South 
Africa, who is in the cily. “Mind you, 
I am not saying that the Boers have 
so many men, but I am certain that 
with that number Roberts’ army is 
doomed. It is in a.bad way at the bast, 
much worse than the press despatches 
indicate. On account of the sickness 
of his horses, his cavalry is afoot. 
Dismounted men are mot very effec- 
tive. They cannot get around. With 
out a large force of mounted men, 
Roberts cannot protect his line of 
communication. The Boers are very 
quick and active. They can strike at 
many points along the line of that 
railroad. It must be policed from end 
to ond. If the horses are all or nearly 
all disabled the English will have dif- 
ficulty in assembling sufficient men 
at any given point to repel an attack, 

“Roberts has been rushing provis- 
ions into Bloemfontein until he has 
sufficient supplies there to last him 
quite a while, but it will bea long time 
before he can go much farther, and 
hq wil Ifind his work cut out for him 
when he attempts to advance.” 

“The Canadians are not so progres- 
sive as the people of this country,” 
says Mr, W.P. Wetmore, of London, 
Canada, another visitor to this city. 
“They are neither progressive nor ag- 
gressive unless it be in a scrap. They 
fire aggressive enough in South Africa 
just now, but outside this demonstra- 
tion they are very conservative, I 
ontice a great many automobiles in 
this city, I have only seen two in Can- 
ada.” 

A report from the Deep Water com- 
mission is expected soon, and it is 
understood that it will submit a very 
interesting document to Congress 
concerning « vavigable channel from 
the ocean to the lakes. The Canadian

Here is a specimen of the manner 
in which that party organ the Tor- 
onto Globe attempts to break the 
force of Tarte’s disloyal utterances 
in France: © .

Now it is but the 
recorder and defender of every act 
of the Tarte combination, except when 
it knows that the outraged feelings 
ff the more honest part of the Li- 
beral party Will not tolerate a de- 
fence, then it is as dumb as an oyster. 
Its “conspiracy of silence” is well 
at by a contemporary, when it says; 

What the Liberals of Canada 
think of Mr. Tarte's interview 
with Le Journal de Paris is in- 
dicated by the significant fact that 
with remarkable unanimity the 
English papers of Canada have not 
published it. The truly precious 
utterance of the Master of the 
Administration has been published 
in such papers as Le Soleil and La 
Patrie, but the Globe, the chief or- 
gan of the Administration, has not 
yet discovered that Mr. Tarte has 
apologized to the people of France 
for Canada’s action in sending 
troops to the Transvaal. Yet Mr. 
Tarte’s statement is one of the most 
important Government utterances 
that has been made this year, It 
is as truly the deliverance of the 
noe Government as though it had 
hav formulated in an Order-in- 

ouncil. There is a widespread 
opinion that Mr. Tarte was sent 
es Paris to get rid of him during 

¢ critical period just before the 
general elections and to relieve his

corps everywhere renowned. 

Since Colenso, (oo, the English regi- 
ments have borne (as beseems them) 
the principal part in the struggle. 
Warren’s division is altogether Eng- 
lish. At ‘Spion Kop, where it played 
the principal part, it fought with the 
utmost valor, ond by ils conduct, 
earned for itsel€é a full measure of 
glory. Two of its regiments, the 
Lancashire Fusiliers and the Middle- 
sex, received from Gen. Juller special 
commendation in his report. Since 
Spion Kop the division has been heav- 
ily engaged, and has performed most 
brilliant service, It would be diffi- 
cult to imagine 1 geperal giving much 
higher praise in an official document 
than that which Buller bestowed on 
the South Lauceshires for what he 
terms their “magnificent” work at 
Pieter’s Hill ov February 27. It is 
noteworthy, too, that Buller in his re- 
port of this battle gave special praise 
to no other regiment. The Durham 
ight Infantey for its behavior at 
Vaalkranz, and the King’s Royal 
Rifles for its conduct at Spion Kop, 
for which it received special mention 
in Buller’s despatch, are two other 
gallant English regiments which have 
won glory in the recent struggles. 
Buller in his reports of the battles 
Subsequent to Colenso, has specially 
commended eight Imperial regiments. 
Of these six are English and two are 
Scotch. The West Surrey and the 
Rifle Brigade are mentioned in con- 
nection with the attack on Monte 
Cristo. ‘The Scots Fusiliers are noted 
for their share in the same battle, 
and the Scotlish Rifles are noted for 
their part al Spion Kop. 

Turning now to the western theatre 
of warfare we find that the Bsoex men 
the Shropshires, the Gloucesters, the 
Cornwalls, the Oxfordshire Light Jn- 
fantry, the Hast Kent Regiment and 
the Yorksbires have all fought with 
the greatest of valor, have performed 
most signal service, and have won for 
themselves corresponding fame. 

Not long ago was published in the 
Canadian payers the statement by bat- 
talions of the loss incurred by four 
{rish regiments and one Scottish bat- 
talion in the fighting which began on 
the 14th and ended on the 27th of last 
month.

The House went into committee on 
Mr. Stratton’s resolution for sana- 
toria for consumptives, 

Mr. Hill declared that it would be 
in the interest of the public that the 
municipality in which it was  pro- 
to establish a  sanitarium 
should haye the right of petition 
against it; in fact, that the institu- 
tion should not be put in without 
the consent of the municipality, 
There should also be a clause in the 
bill providing that those institutions 
should be a reasonable distance from 
any public school, 

Mr. Stratton considered the 
safe Without these safeguards. 
bill was then put through. 

Upper Cannda Co lege. 

Mr. Harcourt introduced a bill re 
specting Upper Can. da College. In 
explaining the bill he said it propos- 
cd to ploce this college in the con- 
trol of a Board of Governors, seven- 
toon in all, Full power 1s given to 
he governors in eve ything connected 
with tho college funds and property, 
the appcointinent of a treasurer, and 
so on. Suprame power in  connec- 
tion with the institution Is also vest- 
ed in the governors. 

Mr. Harcourt read the last clause 
in the bill, providing that the Board 
of Governors would put up the $50,- 
000- ‘by Oct. 1, 1900, and in that 
case the act would go into operation 
on the proclamation of the Lieut.- 
Governor.

ATE THEIR HUSBANDS. 


Utter Failure ofa Costly Experimest 
t» Make Spiders Weave Silk. and 
the Reason Tuerefcr. 


_ As long ago as the beginning of the 

eighteenth century the idea of using 
the thread that the spider spins from 
its body as a substitute for the thread 
inwrapped from the cocoon of the silk 
worm was broached, but with little 
practical result. An Englishman, Mr. 
Rolt, secured 20,000 feet of silk thread 
from 22 spiders in two hours. 

Of late, soine experiments haye been 
conducted by curious persons to ascer- 
tain which spider produced the best 
and largest quantity of silk, for it has 
been demonstrated that it is an -ex- 
cellent substitute for that of the silk 
worm. Spiders from Paraguay and 
Argentine, from India, China and 
Austria were tried, but the bast. re- 
sults were secured from the spiders 
of Madagascar. It was found that 
after laying her eggs the female spider 
Spins most fieviy, Six of these were 
seles*e and confined for the test. 
From one 2,000 yards of thread were 
secured in ten days; from the second 
1,350 yards in seven days; from the 
third and fourth, 450 yards in four 
days; from the fifth, 1,400 yards in 
eleven days. A German manufucturer 
was so delighted with this test that 
he made eluborate arrangements for 
having a spider silk mill, importing 
a large number of the spiders from 
Madagascar to Germany. All went 
well until the females had laid their 
eggs and begun to spin, when all at 
once the males were found to have 
Uisappeared—their larger feminine 
companions had grown so fond of 
them that each female spider had 
eaten her mate. This catastrophe 
ended the costly experiment,

The general, | am _ told, 
greatly pleased the manner 
which [tmanaged the whole affair. 

“Yesterday (Tuesday) | went to one 
of our outposts at Witlebomen, five 
1iles west. We drove down, five of 
us. On nearing the place we saw 
horsemen in clouds on the hills near 
by. Soon I saw two of our men in 
full gallop in for artillery. They had 
been driven in from outposts, had one 
man wounded, and were being sur- 
ounded, Fortunately I had my serv- 
ant Turpin, my interpreter Springhall, 
and Mr, Chapinen, whose cart we rode 
in, and my guide, all with rifles. We 
ran the gauntlet and reached the place 
all right. I found the officer was rely- 
ing on purely defensive movements ; 
but the enemy could easily get on a 
ridge and hold it, adil had done at 
Scheffer's Dam, so I took about twen- 
ty men—ihe garrison was forty-eight 
—and mounted the ridge. We were 
just in time. Coming up the ridge on 
the other side about 500 yards away, 
was the enemy, about 80; while on 
the hills on every side, but towards 
our camp they rode about in clouds. 
Twenty minutes sufficed to scoop the 
.ot on our side, and in less than an 
hour we had driven off every man. 
They are the most infernal lot of cow- 
ards I ever heard of. Every man 
against me al Scheffer’s Dam, except 
60, who had Martinis, was armed with 
a Mauser. All the crowd yesterday 
had Mausers. The fellow wounded 
at noon had a beautiful hole through 
his leg—a Mauser—no tear, just like 
& mosquito bite, only it was all hole. 

“This is the finest sport [ ever had. 
In the big scraps an ordinary Lieut- 
enant-General is nothing more than 
a private. Here, I bossed both of 
the shows, and in the big’ scrayj com- 
ing on in a few days much of the 
plan of battle will, as a matter of 
course, depend on my reports of posi- 
tions, nature of ground, water sup- 
ply and strength ofthe enemy. Al- 
ready our plans are ready; we only 
await a few more detachments of 
men. And then—what will it be 
Victory or defeat. Victory, pre- 
dict. But we cannot expect to come 
off as well in all scraps as in my two, 
Some poor fellows must go over, al- 
though by an officer taking no risks 
he alone can save many a man. 

“I have not heard a word of news 
for more than a week. Thus far 
good luck has: followed me in the 
scrapping. Let it continue to the 
end. Lam in my element. My opinion 
of the Boer—a coward, full of cun- 
ning, trickery, treachery, 4 poor 
shot, or I would have been ‘among 
the -angels’ «a hundred times, but 
with some of the necessary elements 
of greatness. That opinion has 
been well verified on two fields—well 
fought—one for five hours, one for 
two. Just imagine, with 33 all told, 
[I held a front of upwards of 6,000 
yards—nearly four miles, against 
which more than 300 Boers—nearly 
all Free Staters and ‘Transvaalers 
armed with Mausers, frequently 
tried their tricks and treachery, but 
every time they were thwarted. They

‘The writer saysthe 
medical officers for sanitary reasons forced a number of Boer prison- 
ers to bathe in the river behind the hospital. Two of them absolutely 
refused to strip and when forced to do so it was found they were women 
in men’s clothes. The writer adds: “Quite a number of the dead on 
battlefields have been found to be women similarly disguised, © and, 
worse than all, it has often been women who have been guilty of atro- 
cities, killing the wounded, mentioned in the despatches.”

KICKED BY A HORSE. 


Painful Injuries Ioflicted upon « r. 
Lawrence Walsh. 


Shortly after 4 o’clock yesterdny 
afternoon Mr. Lawrence Walsh was 
the victim of an accident, which, at 
at first, was thought to be of such 
a serious nature as to endanger his 
life.

THE GOLD COAST OUTLUREAK. 


Three Hundred Nigerian Troeps Go to 
Assist the British. 


Lagos, British West Africa, April 
21. — Three hundred Nigerian troops 
have been despatched overland to the 
Gaman- country, northwest of As- 
hanti, where the British resident re- 
ports a recrudescence of the troubles 
which necessitated the expedition of 
last year. One hundred and fifty 
other troops are proceeding from the 
gold coast. 

There are unconfirmed rumors here 
of trouble with the French at Meko, 
in the Yoruba counfry, in the neigh- 
borhood of the Dahomey frontier. 
Owing to the distance, however, 
this can hardly be connected with 
the troubles in Ashanti and Gaman.

bass. The sporting man carries with 
him a hundred dollar rod, with silver- 
plated reel, the expensive line, 
and a few thousand of flies. He has 

a beautiful basket, a charming bnait 
box, a cule landing not, a wonderful 
gaff—all of the mast expensive makes, 
He gets ready and makes an artistic 
oast, following it up with other artis- 
tic casts until he hooks a fish. Then 
the true sport begins. He plays with 
that fish, allowing it to run out a 
hundred yards of line, then reeling it 
in, scientifically goading the unfor- 
tunate fish into the making of rushes 
and checking the rushes in a most 
sportsmanlike and cruel manner. The 
longer the fish is able to bear the tor- 
ture the more the “sport,” and the 
fish is not landed until there is no 
more “sport” in him. Then he packs 
his fish in ice and sends it to a @riend. 
The pot-hunter has a rig which pos- 
sibly costs 25 cents. He doesn't bother 
with flies. He lures the fish by means 
of ordinary bait, and when he hooks 
a fish he promptly jerks it out of the 
water, gives it a knock on the head, 
and proceeds until he has enough to 
make a meal for his family. 

The reader will readily see why the 
‘sportsman” should be encouraged, 
and the miserable inartistic pot- 
hunter should be put down.

Dr. Talmage P eaches on 
the Glorious Resur- 
rection. 


Easter a Season for General Rejoicing 
—All Round the Earth Easter 
Flowers are Strewn. 


Washington, April 15.—This sermon 
of Dr. Talmage rings all the bells of 
gladness, especially appropriate at 
this season when all Christendom is 
celebrating Christ's resurrection ; text 
John xix, 41, “In the garden 2 new 
sepulchre.” 

Looking around the churches this 
morning, seeing flowers in wreaths 
and flowers in stars and flowers in 
crosses and flowers in crowns,  bil- 
lows of beauty, conflagration of 
beauty, you feel as if you stood in a 
small heaven. 

_You say these flowers will fade. 
Yes, but perhaps you may see them 
again. They may be immortal, The 
fragrance of the flower may be the 
spirit of the flower; the body of the 
flower dying on earth, its Spirit may 
appear in better worlds. I do not 
say it will be so. IT Say it may be 
#0. The ancesters of those tuberoses 
and camellias and japonieas and jas- 
mines and heliotropes were born. in 
paradise. These apostles of beauty 
came down in the regular line of 
apostolic succession. Their ancestors 
during the flood, underground, after- 
ward appeared. ; 

The world started with Eden; it 
will end with Eden. — Heaven is call- 
ed a paradise of God. Paradise 
means flowers. While theological 
feniuses in this day are trying to 
blot out everything material from 
their idea of heaven, and so far as I 
can tell, their future state is to be

The government, afraid that the 
disciples may steal the body of Christ 
and play resurrection, order the seal 
of the sanbedrin to be put upon the 
door of the tomb, the violation of 
that seal, like the violation of the 
seal of the Government of the United 
States or Great Britain, to be fol- 
lowed with great~ punishment, A 
company of soldiers from the tower 
of Antonia is detailed to stand guard. 

At the door of the mausoleum o 
fight takes place which decides the 
question for all graveyards and cem- 
Sword of lightning against 
sword of steel. Angel against mili- 
tary. No seal of letter was ever 
more easily broken than that seal of 
the sanhedrin on the door of the 
tomb. The dead body in the niche 
in the rock begins to move in_ its 
shroud of fine linen, slides down upon 
the pavement, moves out of the por- 
tico, appears in the doorway, ad- 
vancers into the open air, comes up 
the marble steps. Having left his 
mortuary attire behind hin, he comes 
forth in workman's garb, asi take it 
from the fact that the women mis- 
took him fur the gardner,. 

That day the grave received such 
shattering it can never be rebuilt. 
All the trowels of earthly . masonry 
can never mend it. Forever and for- 
ever it is a broken tomb. Death, 
taking side with the military in that 
fight, received a terrible cut from 
the angel's spear of flame, so that he 
himself shall go down after awhile 
under it. The king of terrors retir- 
ing before the King of Grace! The 
Lord is risen! Let earth and heaven 
keep Easter to-day! Hosanna! 

Some things strike my observation 
while standing in this garden with a 
new sepulcher. And, first, post mor- 
tem honors in contrast with ante 
mortem ignominies. If they could 
have afforded Christ such a costly se- 
pulcher, why could they not have giv- 
en him an earthly residence? Will 
they give this piece of marble to a 
dead Christ instead of a soft pillow 
for the living Jesus? If they had ex- 
pended half the value of that tomb to 
make Christ comfortable, it would not 
have -been so sad a story. He asked 
bread; they gave him o stone. 

Christ, like most of the world’s 
benefactors, was appreciated batter 
after he was dead. Westminster Ab- 
bey and monumental Greenwood are 
the world's attempt to atont by hon- 
ors to the dead for wrongs to the 
living. Poet's Corner in Westininster 
Abbey attempts to pay for the suffer- 
ings of Grub street, k 

Go through that poets corner in 
Westminster Abbey. There is Han- 
del, the great musician, from whose 
music you hear to-day, but while I 
look at his statua I cannot help but 
think of the discords with which his 
fellow musicians tried to destroy 
him. There is the tomb of John Dry- 
den, “a beautiful monument; but I 
cannot help but think at 70 years of 
age he wrote of his being oppressed 
in fortune and of the contract that 
he had just made for a thousand ver- 
Ses at sixpence a line. And_ there, 
too, you find the monument of Sam- 
uel Butler, the author of “Hudi- 
bras;" but while I look at this monu- 
ment in Poets corner I cannot but 
ask myself where he died.

Mr, Flint Brings Up His Prohibition Re- 
solution aud McClure Hus an Amend- 
ment Favoring the Whole Hog or 
Nothing—It Seem<« to Me Anything to 
Get the Liberu.

Ottawa, April 24, — At 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning Dr. Allan Haley, 
M.P. for Hants, N.S., died at the 
Russell House, after a sickness dat- 
ing from the first weck in February. 
Iie had been present at the opening 
of the House, but was almost immed- 
jutely taken so ill that he could not 
be removed to his home in Windsor, 
N.S. He was born in Yarmouth, N. 
S., 58 years ago, and was, by profes- 
sion, a dentist. Lately he was ex- 
tensively engaged in insurance and 
Shipping. He was a member of the 
Local Legislature from 1882 till 1891 
and entered the Federal Parliament in 
1896. 

Desk Covered With Roses. 

When the House opened in the af- 
ternoon a funeral air prevaded all. 
Dr. Haley's desk was covered with 
a magnificent Wreath of roses, pre- 
sented by his colleagues from the 
Maritime Provinces, and the majority 
of the members were gowned in frock 
coats and black ties. 

Tributes to his worth were spoken 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir Chas. 
Tupper arid Hon. Mr. Fielding, when 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier moyed that the 
Tlouse adjourn till 5 o'clock to give 
the members ac*chance to pay their 
last respects to their colleague, <A 
large number of members accompan- 
ied the funeral cortege from the Rus- 
sell House at 4 to the station, 
Whence the remains were conveyed by 
train to Windsor, N.S. The Hon. W. 
S. Fielding accompanied the remains. 

In the House Acguin. 

At 5 o'clock the House reassembled. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier read a report up- 
on Japanese immigration. The Japs 
who have came in in such large num- 
bers recently, have been in.transit for 
other countries, and Were not pau- 
pers. 

The Dynamite Outrage. 

Mr, Foster asked if the Government 
had any information regarding the 
extent of damage done to the Welland 
Canal, 

Mr. Blair said that the divers’ in-

Welland, Ont., April 24. — Karl 
Dullwan, John Walsh and John Nolin, 
the Yankee dynamiters who attempt- 
ed to blow up lock 24 of the Welland 
‘anal at Thorold on Saturday night, 
ire NOW Sufely located in the county 
jnil here, and are well guarded by 
the Jail officials. The trio were giv- 
tn their preliminary hearing before 
Mugistrates Alex. Logan and Alex. 
Gray at Niagara Falls yesterday 
morning, and on the request of the 
Crown they were remanded for eight 
duys Without any evidence being tak- 
en, The armed guard, comprising 
the members of No, 1 Company, 44th 
Batt., which surrounded the jail at 
Niagara Falls all last night, was dis- 
missed this morning. 

The prisoners were ordered taken 
to Welland jail, and left on the 3,40 
p.m. Wabash train, accompanied by 
Detective Murray, Officer Mains, Cum- 
tnings und Welsh, 

Cries of Lyneh Themt! 

Arriving at Welland a crowd of ex- 
cited people awaited at the station 
to see the prisoners and they follow- 
ed the guard to the jail. In frorit 
of the Court House a crowd Was 
Waiting, and as the three in irons 
Were ushered through there were cries 
of “Lyneh them.'’ from several di- 
rections. The fecling in the crowd 
Was intense, but the officers hurried 
the prisoners into the building be- 
fore the turmoil had time to ripen jn-

The Dynamtaurde May Yretend to Ue 
Votitical Oflenders, 


Ottawa, April 24.—Hon. David 
Mills was seen yesterday morning re- 
wording the legal aspect of the Wel- 
land Canal outrage. 

“Can these men be tried by Cana- 
dian courts?” wes asked, 

“Certainly; the offence. was come 
mitted on Canadian soil. The men 
Wore captured on Canadian soil, and 
are amenable to the Canadian courts, 
irrespective of the nationality of the 
culprits."'

It Was pointel out to the Minister 
that the men had declared they were 
United States citizens.

What Will the U. S&S. Do If? 

Speaking along the same line, a 
pronfinent lawyer in the House said 
that the probable plea of the prison- 


_ Mr. McBurney. for Walsh and Nol- 
in, complained that the Crown Attor- 
ney was exercising the jurisdiction of 
& magistrate in the matter. He pro- 
tested against the remand, and ask- 
ed that the court use its discretion 
regarding the date when the prison- 
ers should appear for trial. 

The Crown Attorney replied that he 
had no evidence to offer, and he in- 
sisted on a remand. 

The magistrate said he would grant 
the remand. Then the prisoners’ 
counsel energetically protested against 
the regulation by which they were 
prevented from conferring with their 
clients.

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Second Official Letter From 
the Canadian Red Cross 
Society Commissioner, 


Canadians Need More Comforts— Dr, 
Writes Orange 
River, Where Nuntreds ore in 


Ryerson from 


the Hospitals. 


The second official letter 
Ryerson, of Toronto, the 
Cross 5 mmis 
Africa, hna been received, 
warded by Dr, C, A. Hodgetts, hon. 
secretary. It is addressed to Lieut.- 
Col, James Mason, from Orange River, 
600 miles northeast of Cupetown, 
under date of 23rd Vebruary, and 
Sys: $ 

“T arrived here 
of stores, mostly Cunadian, the re- 
mainder from Capetown, Found 46 
non-commissioned officers and men of 
the Royal Canadian contingent and 
one officer had been or still in 
hospital here. None of the cases were 
serious, the worst being a fracture 
They were chiefly mild fever, 
debility and tonsilitis, 

Three of the men Were penniless, be- 
cause they had been taken ill before 
pay day. I gave them 10s each. Most 
of them were in rags, but they will 
get a re-issue on rejoining the regi- 
ment; for men were to be sent to the 
base hospital at Wynberg. 

“IT was asked by the senior medical 
officer here to obtain for the hospi- 
tal, among other articles, 48 en- 
amelled pails, four doz. tin candle- 
sticks, 20 doz. boxes sparklets, 50 bed 
sheets and one gross colored glasses, 
ant I wired Capetown for them at the 
expense of the Canadian Society; this 
is the most practical and judicious 
way we can help these poor fellows. 
The sights in the hospitals here are 
most pitiful. There are three hospi- 
tals here, each containing 250 beds, 
nearly all full. A large number of 
wounded are expected to-day. En- 
teric cases are numerous. The hospi- 
tals are partly under canvas and part- 
ly in galvanized iron huts, admirably 
constructed so as to be taken apart 
and put together again; each hut con- 
stitutas a ward of 24 beds, in charge 
of{a ward master and nursing sister, 
with orderlies under them; the pa- 
tients receive every attention. . 

“The following are some of the 
stores I am delivering, and will give 
you some idea of what the Red Cross 
Society supplies, viz: Jellies, jams bis- 
cuits, lime juice, patent foods, custard 
powder, soap, games, books, pyjamas, 
socks, pillows, towels, lamps, ban- 
dages, surgical dressings, clinical 

thermometers, eau decologne, Florida 
water, toilet vinegar, combs hair 
brushes, tooth brushes, beef extracts, 
sponges, fans, mosquito netting, ward 
tables, ginger ale,, soda water and 
many other articles. 

“The money that is cabled to me I 
will expend directly for the use of the 
Canadian sick and wounded, and for 
the use of the hospitals, as before 
| iatated. Our people can thus be as- 
sured that the money is usefully pro- 
| perly and directly applied. There is 
much need of help. Three thousand 
sick and wounded up to this date have 
been carried on the haspital trains to 
the base hospitas! at Wynberg and 
Rondesbosch Hundreds of men are in 
hospital here, Honey Nest Kloof, 
Modder, Kimberley anid De Aar. Lam 
much indebted to Lieut.-Col. Sam 
Hughes, D.A.A.G., here, for kind as- 
sistance. Yours faithfully,

It will also be observed that. tha

In securing class legislation of this 
kind, so pernicious in a new country, 
care is taken Lo designate such class 
“an association,” so as to escape the 
observation of the general public. 

The usual plan is for a few schem- 
ing promoters to call a meeting of 
all members of such trade or calling 
by circular. At such meetings an 
association is formed and regulations 
jpromulgated. 

Then legislation is sought, and jn- 
éorporation secured by a bill which 
may be colorless al first, and very 
harmless to the ordinary member of 
the legislature. Then year after 
year amendments to the act of in- 
corporation are secured until at 
length the association appears a full- 
fledged trust,. not created by the 
combination of capital, but manufac- 
tured ‘by statute. Of course, all 
places of emolument and prominence 
—as président, secretary, members of 
the board of examiners, etc., fall to 
the share of the scheming promoters 
as a reward for services rendered to 
the association. 

Now, the object of these pro- 
tected associations is to crowd out 
‘And discourage competition by 
quiring a long period of servitude 
4S apprentice to a member thereof, 
at little orono wages, vexatious re- 
gulations, and exorbitant examina- 
tion fees. Of course, every member 
at the time of incorporation is eleyat- 
ed by statute to the dignity of a “pro- 
fessional man,” and, being protected 
by statute, the fees are only circum- 
scribed by the bounds of their, greed, 
or the extent to which the public will 
stand to be fleeced. - 

These ‘nasociations not only ex- 
tort exorbitant’ examination fees, 
but also collect annuat fees from the 
members. These aré expended in 
paying the heads of the Society and 
board of examiners who have a good 
time once or twice a year.

paid to travel the country and pro- 
secute any one performing work with- 
out a license. In many cases these 
associations become an engine of per-

In creating such protected societies 
we are “putting old wine into 
bottles.”

Douglas, He came there without 
the authorities being consulted, and 
he stayed there, I read this his 
(report; | 
“Mr. W. A. Douglas, of Toronto, 
Accountant, was appointed to con- 
duct this audit which was a very 
prolonged one, and he had to fre- 
quently suspend his labors, owing 
to other unavoidable calls on his 
time. It was also necessary for 
him to procure local clerical as- 
sistance to accelerate his progress. 
Mr. Dougias made o painstaking 
and careful audit, which will prove 
of great benefit to the town of 
Trenton in future years. ‘The 
audit lasted 137 days and cost $510. 
For a considerable portion of the 
time (thirty days) Mr. Douglas 
made no charge whatever. No de- 
ficit in the Treasurer or Collector's 
accounts was discovered. The audit 
was concluded 30th October, 1899. 


What was the effect? The only 
thief found to have resided in the 
town of Trenton, who had ever held 
any public position, was the President 
of the Reform Assocjation.

of VProsident MeKinley, who serious- 
ly objected to having his Secretary 
of State receive the slap in the faca 
that the passage of the bill it 
stood would have inflioted, 

Accordingly, the Committee on 
Commerce, which had control of the 
bill, agreed to amend it as asked, The 
provision in the bill which directed 
the President to construct and de- 
fend the canal was modified so as to 
read “construct and protect,” and the 
foature of the measure which direct- 
ed the Secretary of War “to con- 
struct such fortifications for the de- 
fence of the canal as will be required 
for the safety and protection of tho 
canal and harbors” is changed so as 
to direct the Secretary of War “to 
make such provisions for the defpnse 
of the canal as may be necessary for 
its safety and protection.” 

It must not be imagined,showever, 
that the passage of the bill by the 
House means that it will also be |pas- 
sed by the Senate. There is a question 
of both domestic and foreign poli- 
tics involved. The advocates of the 
Shipping bill, which grants heavy 
subsidies to ships plying under the 
United States flag, insist that their 
bill must be passed by tho Senate 
first, and refuse to allow action on 
the Nicaraguan bill until after this 
has been done. The Democratic Sen- 
ators will surely strain every nerve 
to defeat the Shipping bill and will 
thereby hold back the Nicaraguan 
bill from action. The foreign ques- 
tien of course, involves Great’ Bri- 
tain. The new treaty has been laid 
aside until next session and it is high- 
ly probable that even then it will 
not be ratified. To pass the bill 
while ignoring the treaty would pro- 
bably be considered insulting to Great 
Britain and the Senate will therefore 
Lirefer to go slow about it. 

Commercial Agent Johnson writes 
from Stanbridge, March 17, 1900: 

“The establishment of a §500,000 
factory for the manufacture of beet- 
root sugar in Canada will, it is said, 
be shortly undertaken by American 
capitalists, who are working with 
Messrs. J. B. Askwith and Jas. Fow- 
ler, of Ottawa, in the interest of the 
enterprise. The factory will be locat- 
ed in Ontario and will be capable of 
handling 500 tons of beets daily. The 
Canadian Government is to be asked 
to place a bounty on the production 
of beet sugar in Canada, and this, the 
promoters of the company claim, will 
imsure the establishment in Canada 
of a great many, other factories for 
making beet sugar.” 

Consul-General Turner, of Oltawa, 
on March 28, 1300, writes: “Hon. Sid- 
ney Fisher, Minister of Agriculture, 
gave notice yesterday in the House 
of Commons that the Department of 
Agriculture was to amend the act 
relating the San seale and 
allow the importation of shrubs, ete., 
now prohibited, under certain con- 
ditions of fumigation, and that fumi- 
gating stations would be established 
in several points in Canada,”

London, April’ 27. — The War Of- 
fice publishes the following despatch 
from Lord Roberts, dated DBlocuifon- 
tein, April 26; . 

"Gen, Tan Hamilton yesterday, 
drove the enemy off a strony posi- 
tion at Israel's Poort by a well-con- 
celved turning movement, which was 
ndmirably carried out by Gen, Rid- 
ley, commander of the Second Mount- 
ed Infantry Brigade, and Gen. Smith- 
Dorrien, commanding the 18th Brig- 
ade. These troops are to-day adyan-

HOUSE ADJOUKNS TILL TUESDAY, 


All Electric Light Plants in Ottawa Have 
Been Destroyed, 


Ottawa, April 27. = When the 
House met yesterday afternoon there 
Was a slim attendance. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier arose and said that the mem- 
bers were met under sad circumstan- 
ces oWing to the terrible fire raging 
in Hull and in part of Ottawa. The 
fire had caused millions of dollars 
Worth of property to go up in smoke. 
As the electric light plants and all 
other light plants had been destroy- 
ed it would be tmpossible for the 
House to sit for some days. Hence 
he moved that the House adjourn 
till Tuesday next. 

Wired for Assistance. 

He informed the House that the 
acting Minister of Public Works had 
ddne all he could to assist in the 
quelling of.the tlames, and early dur- 
ing the forenoon had wired to the 
Mayors of Montreal, Peterboro and 
Brockville to send all fire appliances 
they could spare to Ottawa at Gov- 
ernment expense to assist in fighting 
the flames. 

Volunteers Called Out 

In answer to a question from Sir 
Adolphe Caron, Dr. Borden, Minister 
of Militia, said that the volunteer 
forces had been called out four hours 
ago. 

The motion to adjourn was second- 
ed by Sir Hibbert Tupper, and the 
Jlouse rose at 8.25. 

Outario Will Aid Ottawa, 

‘Toronto, April 27.—Before the ad- 
journment of the Legislatute last 
night, the Premier read a telegram 
from Mr. Lumsden, Ottawa, repre 
sentative in the Assembly, describing 
the effects of the conflagration which 
had Wrought such havoe in the capi- 
tal. Mr. Lumsden asked for assist- 
unce for the sufferers.

The volunteer forces from the G.G, 
F.G. and the 48rd Battalion did val- 
jantly. In their uniforms, they form- 
ed bucket brigades, were useful in 
holping to move furniture, and, when 
not otherwise employed, stood guard 
over houses and household cffects, 
Guards of soldiers were stationed all 
nlong Division street, the western 
fringe of the fire line, aad vere 
changed every four hours. They re- 
mained on duty, all night, and will 
be kept at work till the fire and its 
effects are wiped out.

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ATE A DEAD BODY, 


More Revelations in that Indian Trial 
— George Hunt was Acquitted. 


Vancouver, B.C., April 25—A num- 
ber of full-blood Indians and a half- 
breed named George Hunt have stood 
their trial in Vancouver for ‘canni- 
balistic practices Hunt exhibited a 
band of Indians at the World's Pair 
and supplied Dr. Franz Boas with 
data regarding Indian customs 
on the Pacific Coust, which were 
used in compiling works now filed in 
the Smithsonian Institution. ‘The re- 
sult of the trial was that one of the 
Indians was convicted and punished 
and Hunt was acquitted, 

The Indian witnesses at the trial 
swore that the alleged crime took 
place at the initiation of a hamatsa 
or cannibal. ‘The tribe initiated one 
hamatsa every year. ‘This ceremony 
was described as follows: ‘The new 
hamatsa went oul in the woods naked 
and ate pothing for one week. Old 
hamatsas followed him at a distance 
and taught him a death chant by 
wailing their peculiar song through 
the woods. At the end'\of a week the 
old hamatsas rushed back to the vil- 
lage and cried “He's coming.” The 
half-starved new hamaisna, chanting 
the death song, approached slowly. 
Five Indians then went to thé burying 
ground and secured the body of a 
squaw, They covered it with green 
boughs until just before the new hain- 
atsa arrived, when according to wil- 
nesses, Ilunt cut the body to peices. 
The new and tho old hamatsas seized 
portions of the dead squaw, and turn- 
ing their backw to the people, devour- 
ed them. They then went around bit- 
ing all who would allow them to do 
M0. Other Indians dressed as dogs 
and monkeys joined them in a dance. 

After the dance the hamatsas were 
ducked in salt water to purify them 
and were shut up in a small room- 
away from the people while the chief 
distributes presents to those who had 
shown the most in allowing 
to be One of the 
prisoners, about 16 years old, got the 
first prize, a handsome canoe, for al- 
lowing « large piece of flesh to ba bit- 
ten out of his forearm.

The love of God created the universe 
in order that through its creation 
min might love God. The Bible be- 
gins and ends with love. The picture 
of love painted by the Apostle Paul 
is a picture of infinite superiority and 
beauty over all other graces, Love 
is Christ-like. We cannot imitate the 
wisdom of Christ. We know mere 
nothing as compared with the wisdom 
of God, but we can imitate the love 
of God; we can catch the spirit of the 
love of the Son of God. We cannot be 
perfect even as Christ was perfect, 
but we can learn to love as Christ did 
and in that respect be perfect in life. 
Christ is the embodiment of love. We 
are commanded by him to love one 
another. Jesus came°upon earth and 
taught what true love is. The di- 
vine lesson we are taught reveals how 
the spirit of love can be brought out 
between mankind, Jesus taught us 
how to do good to our fellow-man. 
Jesus rebuked false teachings and 
false doctrines. He came to reyol- 
utionize and to inaugurate a new 
feeling and system of brotherhood. 
He was not a great or learned man in 
the sense in which the world views 
it; He was not a graduate of any un- 
iversity. His life is to ba summed up 
in a few words—He went about do- 
ing good.

Paris, April 80. — An accident yes- 
terday within the Exposition grounds 
caused the death of at least six per- 
sons.
